We usually do not draw directly on this material 
for reviews, but we do skim it for leads to follow up in the future. 
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YOUR MAILING LABEL 

This is where we explain the mailing code, on the far right of the first 
line of the address label. 

^ A number indicates the last issue that you / ll begetting. So if the number 
is "44", you need to Do Something if you want to keep getting FF. If the 
number is 44 and you don't even know why you got this, you probably 
have a Secret Admirer or something. Wanna subscribe? 

There are a couple of things that can flank this number. If it's flanked 
with asterisks (*44*), you've paid for, and should be getting, first class 
postage. If it's flanked with carets ( A 44 A ), then this is a trade copy for which 
you paid first-class postage, after which you will revert to bulk-mail trade 
copies. If it's flanked with plus signs (+44+) you're getting a library sub- 
scriptjon, including first-class postage, mailing envelopes, and the index. 

"!" indicates that you've got nothing to worry about, because you're on 
the staph, you won a contest, or you just got lucky. 

A" means that you're getting this because of your artwork; either you 
sent us some or we want you to send us some, or both. 

"B" means we're trading for a book you sent. 

D means that you're a distributor and so you get one copy for yourself 
as a freebie. We're always looking for new distributors, people who can sell 
at least ten copies and want to split the proceeds. Distributors get a 40-50% 
wholesale d iscount on all copies, and may sell on consignment. The number 
after the colon is how many copies I think I'm sending you. For more 
information on terms, send an SASE. Unfortunately, we are unable to stock 
distributors outside of North America. 

"L" means you're a lifetime subscriber, and will receive every issue of 
the magazine as long as either it or you is alive. Lifetime subscribers get 
their copies sent out bulk mail, without extra goodies. If you want extra 
goodies, you should be a supporting subscriber (see below) instead. Life¬ 
time subscribers may upgrade to supporting status at any time by paying 
the current difference in rates. 

"M" means you sent us music to review. We will continue to send you 
copies as long as we stay on your mailing list. If you produce music 
infrequently, we expect at least a note every two issues to keep you on the 
mailing list. 

"P" means you're a prisoner. FACTSHEET FIVE is always free to 
prisoners, but you need to keep in touch to keep getting it, otherwise we'll 
assume the copies aren't getting through to you. Wardens, you gotta pay 
like anyone else. Prisoners in mental institutions are extended the same 
privileges as those in allegedly-saner criminal institutions. Prisoners must 
write at least every other issue to stay on the mailing list! "R" means that this is 
a review/checking copy. It is for you to have to check the review we've 
done of your zine, or to be able to do a review of FACTSHEET FIVE. We 
would like to see further copies of yours for future review—though of 
course you're not obligated to publish a review. We will continue to send 
you R copies as long as we stay on your mailing list, whether you write 
reviews or not. If you publish infrequently, we expect at least a note every 
six months to keep you on the mailing list. 

"R?" means that we'd like you to consider sending copies of your zine 
in return for review/checking copies of mine. 


S" means that you are a Supporting Subscriber, and therefore exempt 
from nonsense. Supporting subscribers get their issues sent First Class, with 
the index included. They also get free copies of FACTSHEET FIVE publi¬ 
cations as they're issued—most recently, with #42, a copy of the Music for 
the Perplexed tape. 

"V" means you sent us a videotape to review. We continue to send 
copies as long as you continue to send videos. If you produce new work 
only infrequently, we expect at least a note every two issues to indicate 
interest and keep you on the list. 

Any of the above followed by a number (like "M/44") indicate the issue 
you'll have to renegotiate to keep getting FF. You must get in touch with us 
at least once every two issues, regardless of the mailing code, to continue getting 
FF! This applies to prisoners, artists, traders, everyone! 

Send us your zine, d rop me a line, do SOMETHING so we know you're 
still out there. Actually, this doesn't apply to subscribers, only to people 
getting the zine for free. Clear? 

Please take a moment to check your mailing label. If there are any 
mistakes, you have to let us know. They won't fix themselves. And you 
won't get any further warning if your subscription has run out. 

And remember, FF is sent hulk mad. Not only does this make it slow 
(though, I hope, not too slow), but it means undeliverable copies go to that 
Big Post Office In The Sky. So PLEASE get your CO As to me promptly to 
avoid missing issues. We are not responsible for copies lost due to unan¬ 
nounced moves. Please allow at least four weeks for delivery.

Unless you specify otherwise, all subscriptions start with the current 
issue. 

TIRED OF WAITING FOR BULK MAIL? You can upgrade a Bulk 
Mail subscription to First Class delivery at any time by sending $1.50 for 
each issue remaining on your BulkMail subscription. Publishers and others 
who get their issues without paying may have them delivered first class for 
$1.50 per issue. This rate is only valid if you would have received that issue 
anyhow. 

If you want FF sent to a friend, just send their address and $3.50, or $5.00 
if you're in a hurry. FF makes a great Christmas, birthday, or Bar Mitzvah 
present. We 11 mark it as a gift from you unless you specify otherwise. 

In lieu of sending stamps, money, fanzines, artwork, books, or music, 
ou can get FF by sending us something to review that we haven't seen 
efore, or by bartering canned goods, negotiable securities, wind-up sushi, 
shark's teeth.

The rest of you: Send us an SASE with 29<t to $2.90 postage and 
we'll stuff it with whatever we have laying about ($2.90 is enough to mail 
a couple of pounds in the country, so use a decent-sized envelope [10x13 is 
a good size]: two pounds is about 8 issues of FF, OK?). You should also take 
a look at a rate chart; while $2.90 will cover postage on two pounds, $2.80 
is only enough for eleven ounces. I'd recommend springing for the full two 
pounds. You might also take note of some similar offers: 

AFTERSHOCK'S (PO Box 232, Pennington, NJ 08534) offer to fill up 
$2.50 SASEs with zines from their collection. 

Lucinda Goodwin's (PO Box 127224, San Diego, C A 92112) offer to stuff 
large SASEs with "as many zines and other neat stuff that it can hold."

Anyhow, remember, send a SELF-ADDRESSED STAMPED ENVE¬ 
LOPE to minimize the work we have to do. We mean it. The next person 
who sends a blank envelope and a check, instead of buying the stamps 
himself and pasting them on, is going to get something nasty in the mail. 
If he gets anything at all. OK, OK, we'll make an exception for those of you 
in foreign countries: just send me a check or cash and a self-addressed 
envelope and we'll do the rest. Those out of the country can supply up to 
$4.50 worth of postage, since the rates are higher. Those in the country 
should stop using such obviously glued stamps or I'm going to start 
pitching your envelopes in the trash. This has already happened to some people 
stupid enough to ignore what I've said! Use mint stamps only!! (Look, it's OK to 
glue down un-used stamps; what we're upset about is people putting the 
glue over the top of them so they can be re-used. If this doesn't make sense 
to you, call and ask). And please be patient; Zine Exchange envelopes are 
filled on a first-come, first-served basis. The backlog of orders waiting to be 
filled has been reduced considerably in the last few months, but there's still 
something like a 2-month line ahead of you. 

A few clarifications about the Zine Exchange: No, we am not going to 
send you any back issues of FACTSHEET FIVE. No, you may not request 
a specif ic zine you saw reviewed here; that copy is in the archives, and that's 
where it's staying. You can request a specific type of zine, but often we 
cannot fill requests; it depends on what's been sent to us recently for 
distribution. 


•We put together an index to each issue, usually about a 24-page 
pamphlet. If you want to see a copy, send $1.50. To get it every issue, you 
should sign up for a library rate subscription. 

GETTING ZINES 

Just a few hints to consider when you're writing away for fanzines: 

•If we list a name in the address fqr a zine, you ought to make checks 
or money orders out to that name rather than the zine name. If a zine has 
odd payment requirements, we try to note this in the address section of the 
listing. In general, cash is preferable to money orders which are preferable 
to checks. But if you send cash, wrap it carefully, and don't send coins! 

•On a related topic, when we put a question mark after the price it 
means that we're guessing because the zine editors didn't list a price. 

•We list single copy rates whenever we can find them, otherwise we 
try to indicate how many issues your subscription covers. If we put some¬ 
thing like "$10/yr" it means we can't tell how many issues come out in a 
year. 

•If we separate issue numbers with a dash, they're single issues; a slash 
indicates two-in-one issues. So, for example, "#7-11/12" indicates that we 
received #7, a double issue containing #11 and #12> and everything in 
between. Prices given are for one issue, not for a set of all the issues 
reviewed, unless otherwise indicated. 

•On zines with a price under $1, it really helps to include a few stamps 
for postage. "SASE" means self-addressed stamped envelope: #10 with 29# 
postage unless otherwise specified. 

•Don't send loose coins in an envelope. If you want to send coins, tape 
them to an index card and wrap a piece of paper around that. And 
remember that there's a postal surcharge on envelopes more than 1/4 inch 
thick. 

•Canadians and some Britishers generally don't mind receiving U.S. 
funds in cash. For Canada it is generally safe to send US$1 for each C$1 in 
price; the exchange rate is high enough to cover postage. For Great Britain, 
US$2 for each £1 asking price similarly allows for postage even after 
covering the exchange. For other countries you should think about alterna¬ 
tive payment. Foreign currency is available at larger banks, and IRCs 
(International Reply Coupons, which can be exchanged for stamps almost

Foreign MOs are also available 
from the post office, but can take forever to get. Sending checks to other 
countries is not a good idea; bank exchange charges can be outrageous. 

•"Age Statement" means that you should send along a signed note 
saying that you're over 18 (or over 21, if you are) to help the publisher avoid 
legal hassles associated with distributing sexually-explicit material. In fac*, 
it's a good idea to include an age statement for any zine that might contain 
blunt writing or explicit pictures, whether we mention it in the review or 

n0t #"The Usual" refers to the traditional method of obtaining SF fanzines 
without sullying oneself with cash. Generally this includes trading other 
zines, writing Iocs, contributing articles or art, or being recipient of a whim. 
These days $1 is often accepted as the equivalent to these more active 

^•We'd appreciate it if you'd mention FACTSHEET FIVE when order¬ 
ing zines you saw reviewed here. It helps us all in the long run, as the more 
credibility we build up the more fine zines we'll be able to bring to your 
attention. 

•If you have any problems with a zine please let us know. We 11 be 
happy to contact publishers in cases of non-receipt. 99 % of the time it's just 
a case of things being lost in the mail. If you are writing to complain, it is 
imperative to include all the details: what you ordered, when, what form 
of payment and how much you sent, as well as what you've done to follow 
up yourself. 

•If you have time, any zine publisher enjoys hearing comments on the 
zine he has sent you. This is especially true if you didn't like it; we all like 
to improve. Even a simple note of thanks can make a publisher's day, 
though. 

•Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not be able 
to get the exact issue that I reviewed. If you must have that particular issue, 
say so, and be prepared to pay extra. Otherwise it's best just to request the 
most recent or the next issue and save trouble for every|ne. And be patient; 
if the current issue is all gone, it may take a while. 

•And since it may take a while, the envelope your order came in may 
get lost. Make sure your address is on the letter itself! Otherwise you may 
not get your copy despite the best intentions of the publisher. 

•Most zine publishers are willing to exchange their zines for others, so 
we generally don't mention this in listings unless I know they don't swap. 
But use some discretion—a 150 -page typeset music publication is unlikely 
to swap with a 4 -page xeroxed newsletter on Central American farming. 
And remember, publishers are under no obligation to respond to unsolic¬ 
ited zines, so if you can't afford to give away the copy, don't send it. 

•When an advertiser or publication indicates a price of, for example, 
o 2 °° or o 5 °°, you should send that many Federal Reserve Notes ("dollar 
bills") in cash. Many people would say $2 or $ 5 , but there are those who 
d raw a strong d istinction between authentic dollars and the evidence of the 
US debt issued by the Federal Reserve. 

•When ordering books, shirts, comics and other non-periodicals which 
originate within your own state, be sure to enclose money to cover sales 
tax.

Please be sure that your BBS will exist by the 
time we review it. Unless otherwise noted, all BBSes are accessible at N-8-1 
and 2400 baud.

& the Temple of the Screaming Electron (RemoteAccess,415-935-5845) 
BBS talk radio—all text, all the time. Like talk radio, it's got that feeling of 
Place, or community or whatever; like good talk radio, it attracts an 
en S a g* n g roup of deviants, smartasses and anarchists. Impressive file 
collection with a heavy contingent of anarcho-terrorist Files for hacking and 
phreaking, committing general larceny, building bombs and handling the 
legal system. A veritable street fair of information—one stop enlightens you 
on 1) tattoo care 2) Billy Bragg lyrics 3) the history of Factsheet 54) the Jerry 
Garcia-FBI conspiracy 5) the mysteries of Slinkys 6) sex, sex, sex and 7) 
Libertarianism. Massive BBS list for future adventuring. Talks, walks and 
looks like a cousin o f FS5 itself. _ 

Anime Lane BBS (RemoteAccess, 818-762-3695) Text and graphics both 
on this Japanimation BBS. After a lot of login goo and before the download 
limit, there are many .GIF files, most (of course) devoted to the high-kitsch 
animation that raised up a generation of USA-Superstation junkies, bless 
it. On the text side, the most notable downloads are the zines (yes, full 
on-line zines), which attempt to re-create the "manga" (illustrated story) 
experience. Issue #1 of Manga-E (all-text) is highly recommended for its 
Dirty Pair script parody, which gives a good sense of where the charm lies 
in these things. I was enlightened anyway. Discussion areas, games and a 
few utilities, mostly Amiga, round it out. _ 

Audiophile Network (818-988-1452) For the serious, the very serious, 
consumer of electronic goods. It aspires to be "the single most important 
source of audio and video information and supplies available" and, if 
you're in the market for expensive commodities, it could be a useful 
reference. Presently building up a manufacturer's list and Q-and-A section; 
it now features the Orion Audio bluebook for pricing help. The events 
listing is mainly for the California crowd, though the Tymnet feed could 
make it somewhat more national. The best idea is one of the more prosaic— 
a public classified section, just like the computer classified on many other 
BBSes. Probably worth the time and money ($21, and no free browsing) of 
indie musicians and videomakers, but not a general-int erest scene. 


Doug's Den (TBBS, 617-245-1270) Gay-oriented BBS with a nice touch: 
One half of the system is set up specifically for the under-18 crowd. (You're 
on your honor to tell which half of that wide, wide line you're on; therefore 
there's not much I can say about it other than that it exists, and that there's 
no access to explicit materials from there. Any other areas may or may not 
be accessible.) On the old side, there are .GIFs galore (that's what you're 
not supposed to see, young stuff) but there's also a sturdy collection of 
health information, a purchasing area (mainly devoted to travel), an inter¬ 
esting collection of political/civil rights material, stories and a matchmaker 
service, along with a massive feed from one of the larger lesboan and gay 
networks. The sysop warns that homophobic messages, as well as those 
enjoining pedophilia or software violations, will be scrupulously deleted. 
So if you're an assho le, save your dime. _ 

Genealogical BBS (703-528-2612) This one's run by the National Gene¬ 
alogical Society, and it's a businesslike endeavor. Echos come from all over 
the world (those reseraching European ancestry have access to real live 
Europeans); messages must be serious, and frequent checking-in is re¬ 
quired, as they are dumped after a time. Excellent resource if you already 
know what you're looking for. Special SIG for researching Jewish geneal¬ 
ogy. Good source of addresses, such as the ongoing lists of U.S. sources for 
information on the i ndividual Scottish clans. _ 

My Secret Garden (RBBS, 318-865-4503,19200bps) This is one of the few 
boards I'd consider excellent for teaching the kids to run up the modem's 
phone bill. This board shines in the ready-for-prime-time graphics depart¬ 
ment, with a terrific Disney section (also featuring a few 3-dimensional 
stars). Excellent file collection with many good games (you could tie up you 
rline for decades downloading here); also a nice Mandelbrot fractal gener¬ 
ator, various interesting personal-use programs, and information from the 
Kisatchie Trail hiking group, which appears to be connected to the Sierra 
Club. Good variety of computer utilities, including tips for MS-DOS 5.0 and 
a nice set of Windows icons. There's a women-only SIG on here that looks 
worthwhile if you'r e qualified. Game doors abound. 

Sonoma Online BBS (Fido, 707-545-0746, 14400bps) Comfy, down- 
home-type Echomail hub whose motto is "Radio Free Earth." Given over 
mainly to the natural life, especially eco-sustainable country living. (Pleas¬ 
ant discussion on horse care running locally.) The sysop is adding several 
new echoes, most recently a discussion on alternative energy and home 
systems. Local SIGs include a discussion of home brewing. Good selection 
of Fidonet echoes including physics and the lesser sciences, AIDS/ARC, 
ham radio, photography, the Mormon church, cooking, crafts. Scouting, 
medicene and genealogy; also an excellent selection of technical discus- 
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sions. Several survivalist-oriented groups are 
available, minus the paranoid garbage occa¬ 
sionally waded through to log onto BBSes of 
that type. Even the Mormon sig was remark¬ 
ably non-vitriolic; the sysop enforces the atmo¬ 
sphere by asking that no bigotry—racist, sex¬ 
ist, whatever—be dumped on his turf. An af¬ 
fable crowd.

Blackjack! v2.20D (Shareware version BLKJACKLZ3P; registration 
$29.99 from Glencoe Computing, 1100 Highway C, Glencoe, MO 63038- 
1404): Blackjack! is a casino simulator that can run with the best. Excellent 
color or monochrome graphics, strategy drills to help improve your game, 
and fully configurable rules are all features designed to keep you at it for 
hours. Full Windows 3.0 support and the "Quick Exit" option are great for 
playing at work with a snoopy boss. Single or multiple players can choose 
from four different casinos, and select American, European, or Austrailian 
styles of play. Documentation includes play strategies and helpful hints, 
which are also available during play. Blackjack! is clearly what every game 
should be. (IBM)[AS P](SW) _ 

BLANK-IT v 4.1a (Shareware BLANK41A.ZIP; registration $10 from 
Rhode Island Soft Systems, PO Box 748, Woonsocket, RI 02895): This is a 
DOS-based screen blanker program designed to be simple and unobtru¬ 
sive. Taking up only 528 bytes of RAM, it will blank the screen after 
anywhere between 1 and 59 minutes. After that, the only way to un-blank 
it is to press the space bar; other keys have no effect, either on the blanker 
or whatever other software may be running. The space keystroke gets 
thrown away too, so it can't mess things up either. There are also two hot 
keys (not configurable—ALT-LSHIFT and CTL-LSHIFT) that will instantly 
blank the screen or deactivate Blank-It altogether. The program doesn't 
work real well with Windows, but then it was never meant to. And it seems 
a bit absurd to distribute a 56K archive for a IK utility, but the license 
agreement requires shipping a raft of documents along. But if all you want 
is a screen that does n't burn in, this is an elegant solution . (IBM)[ASP](MG) 

COMMAND POST V. 7.0S (Shareware CMDPOST.ZIP; registration 
$49.95 from Wilson WindowWare, 2701 California Ave. SW #212, Seattle, 
WA 98116): A menuing system/task manager for Windows that can do 
darned near anything you might need to do with or to a file. You can, for 
example, browse the contents of a file, or have a menu item that gathers file 
names into a picklist, or resize all the windows on screen, or look at the 
directory tree of any disk, or quickly launch an application. Command Post 
is essentially an integreated replacement for the built-in program manager, 
file manager, and task manager, and it works well. The nag screens are 
perhaps a bit more frequent than in some other programs, but they don't 
interfere with the functionality. Too bad MicroSoft couldn't build some¬ 
thing this good in when they released Windows in the first place.

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GLOSSARY 

Alternative Press: Think of this as sort of the "grown-up" under- 
grou nd press. The alternative press is often leftist, often concerned with 
building a better world, and usually deadly serious. WHOLE EARTH, 
the Boston PHOENIX, and MOTHER JONES are the sorts of things that 
fall in this classification. We don't deal with the alternative press too 
often. 

Anarchist: One who believes that we would all be better off 

without government. Most anarchists know what the ideal true anar¬ 
chist society would look like in detail. They all disagree about it. That's 
why the anarchists spend more time badmouthing each other than 
smashing the state. 

APA: Amateur Press Association. A magazine jointly written by 

the subscribers. Generally each subscriber (or "member") is responsible 
for printing his own pages and mailing them to a central point, whence 
he gets copies of everyone else's pages. Each member pays his own 
printing and postage expenses, for the reward of participating in nu¬ 
merous conversations at the same time, something like a cocktail party 
in print. Some apas are general, with no purpose other than to have fun, 
while others deal with a specific subject like sex or Tarot cards. 

Chapbook: A pamphlet of poetry or prose from a small pub¬ 

lisher. Typically chapbooks are produced with loving care, available in 
small quantities, and either overpriced or unprofitable. 

Church of the SubGenius: A manic faith based on the teachings 
of the late J.R. "Bob" Dobbs, super-salesman, and dedicated to helping 
people reclaim the Slack that has been stolen from them. This bogus 
religion has caught on so well in certain sectors that the founders are 
always far, far behind on answering their mail and otherwise publish¬ 
ing, but when they do, it's worth the wait. More details for $1 from PO 
Box 140306, Dallas, TX 75214. 

Constitutionalist: People generally of a conservative bent who 

feel that the government in this country is trampling wholesale over 
individual rights by ignoring the letter and spirit of the Constitution. 
Major areas of concern often include the IRS, monetary reform schemes, 
and novel strategies for legal defense. Some Constitutionalists branch 
out into areas like Tesla weaponry or anti-fluoridation. If you go far 
enough out to the fringes of the Constitutionalist movement, you'll 
come to white supremidsts and other unsavory types, but the folks at 
the heart of the movement are OK. 

Cyberpunk: A relatively new genre of science fiction which in¬ 

volves taking a sort of Highly Realistic And Gritty look at the trends of 
today and predicting a future of drug-soaked and heavily implanted 
computer programmer punk-rock proletarians as the background for 
your space opera. 

Desktop Publishing: Desktop Publishing, abbreviated DTP, is a 
marketing term invented by someone who wanted to sell software. In 
reality, of course, nothing is being published on the desktop, unless the 
publisher has a desk big enough to hold a printing press. What the term 
refers to is creating a picture of a publication on the computer screen, 
printing it out (usually on a laser printer) and then taking it off to 
someone else to be reproduced. Well-used DTP can produce a very 
classy looking publication. Most people with this technology don't use 
it well. 

Discordian: A believer in the idea that God is a crazy woman. As 
evidence the Discordian points to all the chaos in the world. May be a 
religion disguised as a joke or vice versa. See Robert Shea &c Robert 
Anton Wilson's ILLUMINATUS! trilogy for more details. Also called 
Erisians. 

Experioddica: A portmanteau word coined by Bob Grumman 

from "experimental", "periodicals" and "oddities". It refers to zines in 
various experimental literary and artistic genres. 

FACTS HEET FIVE: Title of a short story by John Brunner. Actu¬ 
ally the story is "Factsheet Six", and it originally appeared in GALAXY 
magazine in 1968. It's reprinted as part of Brunner's collection FROM 
THIS DAY FORWARD poubleday, 1972). The FACTSHEET in the 
story is a sort of psychic consumer magazine whose publisher is ulti¬ 
mately killed by a person who he has negatively reviewed—something 
which seems closer to what I'm doing all the time. 

Fanzine: Anything published on a non-commercial scale. Often 

shorted to simply Zine. To some people, "fanzine" only means the sort 
of thing put out by the David Cassidy Fan Club, but they are Wrong. 

Gemstone File: The real Gemstone File was a list of contributors 
to CREEP. The various versions that circulate these days in poor pho¬ 
tocopies are conspiratorial mishmashes linking together all the majdr 


political figures of the Watergate era (and sometimes the Kennedy era 
as well) into one gargantual plot. 

Indie: Independent music company—typically two guys with a 
few thousand bucks and at most one promising band. Refers more 
generally to any music that's not carried in the local Woolworth's. 

Industrial: A genre of music which is played on chainsaws, old 

automobile body panels, and other non-traditional music. Often every- 
thingbut rhythm is abandoned to the joys of spontaneous creation. Very 
hard to learn to like, but perfect for driving unwanted visitors from the 
house. 

IRC: International Reply Coupon. You can buy them at your post 
office, and people in other countries can trade them at their post offices 
for stamps. This gives a relatively safe way to pay for things overseas 
without your having to buy their currency or their having to cash your 
checks. One IRC swaps for enough stamps to send the smallest possible 
letter back to the country of its origin. 

Libertarian: It has been said that a libertarian is just a Republican 
who does drugs. Most libertarians are in favor of free enterprise and a 
minimal (but nonzero) amount of government. There are some libertar¬ 
ians who are anarchists, and just to confuse things, anarchists used to 
call themselves libertarians. To confuse things further, there are the civil 
libertarians, who worry more about rights than about profits. Anyhow, 
the libertarian movement in America seems to have peaked, so you 
might not have to worry about this kettle of fish for much longer. 

Loc: Letter of Comment on a fanzine. 

Maiginal: Out of the mainstream. There is a small but persistent 
group in the small press that constitute the marginal milieu. Often it 
seems that they deliberately avoid becoming part of the mainstream on 
general principles, even where this makes no sense. Perhaps because of 
their isolation, marginals tend to be fervently convinced of the obvious 
rightness of their crackpot positions. _ 

Minicomic: Like a comic book but much smaller and usually 

printed in black and white instead of color. Typical size is about 3” by 
4", 8 or 12 pages, and the typical price is around a quarter. 

Naturists: This is what nudists call themselves when they want 

to avoid unsavory connotations. 

Neoism: A deliberately self-conscious art movement which orig¬ 
inated somewhere in England. All dedicated Neoists call themselves 
Monty Cantsin, publish magazines called SMILE, and play in bands 
called White Colours. There's something about the democratization of 
art involved in all this, as well as a great deal of spoofing of other art 
movements of this century. 

Neopagan: Member of any number of loosely related religions 

that are involved in nature- or Goddess-worship, or in the resurrection 
of old gods. Bonded together by a search for alternatives to established, 
heriarchal religions. Often pantheistic or polytheistic; not to mention 
fun-loving. Sometimes called Pagans. 

RPG: Role-playing game. Dungeons & Dragons is the most no¬ 
torious example, but there are lots of others. 

Straightedge: Asocial movement which grew out of the hardcore 
punk arena. Straightedge punks don't do drugs or drink alcohol. Many 
avoid promiscuous sex, meat-eating, and fighting as well. 

Tipped In: Refers to any insert to a zine that doesn't seem to 
belong there: a minicomic stuffed into a pfanzine, original postcards 
pasted to the pages, or whatever. 

Thrash: A sub-genre of punk that is distinguished by playing 

one's instruments fast, loud, and not particularly musically. 

Undeiground Press: The real thing, before it gets slick, co-opted, 
and profitable. The underground press comes out in small quantities, 
is often illegible, treads on the thin ice of unmentionable subjects, and 
never carries ads for designer jeans. The most vibrant source of writing 
in the country today. 

The Usual: Traditional method of obtaining sfanzines without 
sullying oneself with cash. Generally includes trading other zines, 
writing Iocs, contributing articles or art, or being recipient of a whim. 

Vonu: A pseudoacronym from Voluntary and Not Vulnerable. A 
method of obtaining individual liberty by escaping from society into 
the wilderness and only coming back for cheeseburgers and other 
necessary supplies. More preached than practiced, but for a while it was 
an important part of apocalyptic libertarian thought. 

Zine: Short for "magazine" or "fanzine". My definition of a zine 
is more extensional than intentional; that is, I can hold up examples but 
I can't give a single defining property. Zines are magazines that are 
small enough that I can get the editor on the phone, for the most part; 
however, as I have spoken on the phone to editors at PENTHOUSE and 
FAMILY CIRCLE this definition is obviously not perfect. 
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ATAACHE; "Live" ($20 from LPS Records, PO Box 110691, Hialeah, FL 
33011-0691) Unless you're a huge fan of this jangly guitar and synth/drum 
machineU2soundalike band, this video doesn't really add anything to their 
music. Shot 'live' in the studio with one camera coming in diagonally to the 
band (though head on to the vocalist) and using a grainy negative image, 
the 11 songs are handled simply by zooming onto each of the musicians 
one at a time, focusing mostly on the vocalist. There is a section where a 
four way screen split is used to excess, and there's also a choppy montage 
sequence, but otherwise it's little more than getting some new and differ¬ 
ently arranged songs that aren't terribly exciting. (PMZ)

THE HATERS, "Connotations of Wreckage" ($14 from Paul Dickerson, 
We Never Sleep, PO Box 92, Denver, CO 80201): As we hurtle towards the 
end of the century, I have a hunch that the art of destruction will become 
increasingly important in fringe (and perhaps mainstream) culture. The 
Haters are ahead of the lead ing edge of this trend, having performed in that 
arena for years. This video captures three of their performances, including 
an outdoor one that brought three fire trucks to the scene. Over a 
soundtrack of white noise, roaring and industrial mayhem, the group 
members calmly demolish old chairs, bits of scrap metal, bags of features 
and whatever else they can get their hands on, creating a heap of 
civilization's debris. Not easy to watch, these guys pack more entropy into 
a smaller space than is commonly observed. (MG)

Richard Kostelanetz, OMOMATOPOEIA ($60 from RK Editions, PO 
Box 73, Canal St, New York, NY 10013-0073): A long videoem by 
Kostelanetz, this tape intends to examine the effects of onomatopoetic 
words (visually and aurally presented) on the human psyche. A basic 
pattern of onomatopoetic words ("slurp", "snap", "fizzle", "oink", etc.) in 
various colors are visually manipulated within the screen while 
Kostelanetz recites the same words in weird patterns and distorted. As with 
all such works, the mantra of the screening voice, of the involuting word, 
produces a subtle trance state in the attentive viewer. The visual reconsti¬ 
tution in this piece and the use of multitudinous and bright colors are 
remarkable for a Kostelanetz piece, but ultimately the poem leads the 


aesthdpient neither to discovery nor boredom, but to a befuddled wonder¬ 
ing to us in the capital district, which is hours from Elmira, NY. (GH)

dom one afternoon coming 
out of an Econolodge Cock¬ 
tail Lounge). Programming 
would be produced both na¬ 
tionally and at local televi¬ 
sion and radio stations and 
funded by voluntary mem¬ 
bership dues and by selling 
some of the one hour broad¬ 
cast time back to the broad¬ 
caster on any given day 
(great idea...we'U call it 
commercial television). 
Anyone over 16 could join 
the Audience Network. It 
can therefore transform a 


passive audience, which can 
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only select from a limited range of programs presented to it, into an active 
audience which has the ability to initiate new and alternative programming 
(I don't know about you, but I've got at least 30 different channels which 
include NIK, A&E, TNT, TDC, Access and Pay-Per-View. I'm doing OK). 
Audience Network would also represent the public before broadcast licen¬ 
sees, broadcast trade associations, the FCC, Congress and the courts (After 
your board spends centuries deciding what stance they 7 re going to take and 
who's going to take it, the issue will be long gone. I'll let Frank Zappa do 
my talking for me and trust his judgment). Audience Network could choose 
among many mechanisms to determine which programs occupy its airtime. 
Quarterly membership programming preference surveys would guarantee 
that many of the issues or subjects of interest to members are covered in 
programs produced or obtained by Audience Network staff (those fine 
professionals they talked about earlier), representative members of Audi¬ 
ence Network and the creative community could be organized to select 
programming. Audience Network may seek to expand upon past efforts to 
develop a qualitative ratings system, one to determine audience opinion of 
programming, and implement such a system to gather continual feedback 
and critiques of Audience Network and other programs (great idea...let's 
call it the Nielsens). 

This description goes on but I won't. If you're interested in finding out 
more, just send a dollar to Audience Network, PO Box 19312, Washington, 
DC 20038. One of the major beefs I have about this group is their need to 
try to help us citizens become more informed about issues through televi¬ 
sion. I've always felt that hamsters, rats and Pavlov's dogs become more 
informed through television because television is primarily an entertain¬ 
ment medium. As far as changing the powers that be that currently control 
the airwaves, I say let it stay as is and let people like Captain Outrageous 
dictate what programs we really need to see, shows like The Beverly 
Hillbillies. Personally, when I feel the need to be informed, I pick up a book 
or go to the library and research numerous magazine articles. This is why 
I'm taking the initiative to be the first contributor to the FACTSHEETFIVE 
"Why Read?" column. With a minimal amount of effort I'm the strangest 
agent in town just by picking up a couple dozen books a year and I get the 
bonus of being informed. Like when somebody comes up to me and says, 
"Yo, Homes," I know what he really means is, "Yo, Holmes,"—short for 
"no shit, Sherlock." 



91.158: Rented Miami Blues again. What Point Blank is to the late 60s, 
Miami Blues will be to the late 80s—a film overlooked by audiences and 
critics, but hailed as one of the best of that era 20 years later. The Alec 
Baldwin character has to be a new role model or fashion statement. Based 
on a Charles Willingford novel with the same title, I'm wondering when 
we ll get to see a version of THE HIGH PRIEST OF CALIFORNIA? 

91.161: Looked at brochure from Deborah Vinsel, Tape Exchange Coor¬ 
dinator for the NFLCP Far West Region. Submission dates for listings in 
1991 exchange catalog is June 1st, 1991 (long past this deadline), but the 
submissions after this date will be included in next catalog. "THE VIDEO¬ 
TAPE EXCHANGE: COMMUNITY PROGRAMMING CATALOGUE is 
a resource directory of non-commercial community programming and was 
originally operated by the San Francisco based Foundation For Community 
Television. The catalog is a great way for local community producers to 
distribute their programs and is an invaluable resource for access and L.O. 
channel administrators who need programs to fill local channel time." I 
talked with Deborah briefly about a year ago. This project is the old standby 
the labor of love for when the money ran out—she didn't. If you need your 
program listed, or need other programs to fill some air time call her at (206) 
491-3390 or write NFLCP Far West c/o Deborah Vinsel, TCTV, 2940 Lim¬ 
ited Lane, Olympia, WA 98502. 

91.165: A tape from Stephen Rife went through the mail slot about noon 
and I immediately turned on the VCR. Stephen is a member of Impact, an 
artist cooperative that puts on shows for clubs and galleries in Europe and 
here in the US of A. The tape sent is 30 minutes long consisting of three 
pyrotechnic exhibitions by Stephen and one animated computer-digitized 
piece by other Impact member Patrick Maun. The tape is good. The pyro¬ 
technic pieces are strongly influenced by Survival Research Laboratories 
aided by some editing that hit the mark. I was also spared the artist 
narrative you get with many industrial culture vids where the artist ruins 
a perfectly good performance by carrying on how they're the second 
coming of Christ, or the anti-Christ. I'm from a big pipe bomb background 
and appreciated the technical expertise in which Stephen explained what 
he was doing and with what chemicals. There are also recipes for those who 
wish to experiment on their own if you freeze frame. The animated short 
by Patrick Maun was exceptionally good also. Asking price for the tape is 
fifteen bucks and this is a fair business arrangement when you consider 
some of the shit that's being pawned off at $29.95 these days. For more info 
or a tape, contact Stephen Rife at Corrupt Records, 1809 Portland Ave., St.

91.171: Finished some J.G. Ballard. Terminal Beach would make a great 
movie. 

91.173: Finally got to watch that long-neglected Brains On Film video 
from George Maranville and Larry Treadway out of Lexington, Kentucky. 
Jesus have these guys gotten good. To u se a n old cliche, if they had a budget, 
they'd be dangerous. Brains OnFilm is a Siskel and Ebert parody based on 
Kir k-O-Ma tic's Cheap Peaks which is also a Siskel and Ebert parody. Austin's 
Kirk-O is an excellent filmmaker and has done well by influencing his 
young disciples. The brains brothers went me three episodes and each one 
was equally as good as they were equally as diverse in their subject matters, 
or grey matters, if you'll pardon the pun. "Buttload of Backwoods Buffoon¬ 
ery" was the first installment with Brother George and Professor Tread 
coming off like Ernest T. Bass and Jed Clampett getting soused on moon¬ 
shine while their crew looked like the hillbillies from Deliverance. They did 
a high brow criticism of Poor White Trash Part 11 (aka Scum of the Earth) and 
yes, Lewis, you may squeal like a pig. Not to be outdone by incestuous farm 
boys in tar paper shacks, "Homophobia Nite" was the second episode from 
Brains OnFilm where the hosts dressed like art phags and did an intellectual 
treatise on puffter films Cruising ("Lips or hips?") and Making Love. You 
may recall Making Love is the film where Harry Hamlin and Michael 
Ontkean carouse bars that feature Village People music piped in the back¬ 
ground as various members of the same sex discuss the possibilities of 
exchanging bodily fluids....and yes, Harry and Michael french kiss.

EXPERIODDICA 


by Bob Grumman 



Recently I served for the first time as guest curator for a mail art show. 
It was at times frustrating, but I enjoyed it. Certainly it was illuminating 
aboutthe way things happen in the world ofotherstreamart. Consequently, 
I thought it would be worth writing about here. 

The show originated sometime early in 1990 with Mimi Holmes, a mail 
art personality known to the "network" as "Miz Mimi, Art Missionary to 
Central America," Central America bring primarily Iowa, where the Miz 
currently teaches art at Cornell College. A seven-year veteran of mail art, 
she had previously organized 11 mail art shows. I had first met her— 
through the mail, naturally—in the Spring of '87 when I guest-edited a mail 
art magazine called VELOCITY that featured a collection of her work. Since 
then we'd gotten to be pretty good buddies. Hence, I was on of the first 
persons in town to learn of her latest show, which she had decided to devote 
to artworks one-inch by one-inch in size. There would be no other require¬ 
ment. I at once suggested she make a touring show of it, for a collection of 
such small pieces should be easy to ship—and exhibit. Mimi liked the idea 
and before I knew it Port Charlotte, my home town, had become the show's 
fourth stop on an 11-stop tour that would end in England in the Spring of 
1992. 

I have virtually no cultural or any other kind of pull in Port Charlotte, 
but I'm in a little writers' club that meets twice a month at the public library, 
and through that I'd gotten to know Nancy Razvoza, the head librarian, 
well enough to talk her into giving me space for the show. It was all pretty 
casual, which is the way mail art affairs generally are. Mail art itself is 
simply the art that people share with each other through the mail—or so I 
feel. Authorities such as John Held, Jr., however, hold that only art sent 
through the mail by a member of the international mail art network begun 
(informally) some 25 years ago by New York artist Ray Johnson qualifies 
as genuine mail art. This isn't as stuffy as it sounds, since anyone can join 
the network simply by sending something artistic to some other person 
already in it.The names of network members are readily available in mail 
art zines like VELOCITY; or in catalogs of mail art shows like Mimi's; or 
in books on the subject such as CORRESPONDENCE ART (available for 
$16 from Box 3123 Rincon Annex, San Francisco, CA 94119) or Held's A 
WORLD BIBLIOGRAPHY OF MAIL ART (available only in libraries 
now, I believe); or in such general zines as FACTSHEET FIVE or UM¬ 
BRELLA (available for $15/yr from Box 3692, Glendale,CA 91221); or from 
me. I prefer to think of mail art as not requiring anything even remotely 
like official sanctioning, though; hence, my definition. 



Another taxonomical problem crops up; what to call a painting, for 
example, that is mailed to the Guggenheim. It goes through the postal 
service; is it thus "mail art"? No. Both Held and I would distinguish mailed 
art from mail art. Mail art is art sent through the postal system that is 
intended for the recipient's pleasure only; mailed art is intended to go on 
to public exhibition of some sort, or the like. It is the same as the difference 
between a letter to a friend and a manuscript mailed to a publisher—it has 
all to do with intention. 

I've had problems with the definition of mail art shows, too—as no one 
who knows me would be surprised to learn; Such shows started in 1970 
when Johnson was asked by a Whitney curator to get a show together of 
the kind of things he and his friends were mailing each other. He did so, 
and others started arranging similar shows. Now a good hundred a year 
go on annually throughout the world. The definitional problem (for me) is 
that thepieces in mail art shows, whilebymail artists, as not for the pleasure 


of their immediate recipients only, but intended for the general public. 
Nothing wrong with that—indeed, I applaud anything that spreads art to 
as many people as possible. It is just that it screws up my definition. So I 
think a better name for mail art shows would be "automatic-inclusion 
shows." Whatever they're called, though, the important thing about them 
is that all work submitted to them will be shown. This is the chief demo¬ 
cratic virtue they (and zines like VELOCITY, now called ESTUDIO) have 
inherited from pure mail art. No fees are charged for inclusion, either. 

It should be apparent by now that mail art shows (and magazines) are 
something every entry-level artist (not only in painting but video-taping, 
audio-taping, sculpture and poetry) should know about. They're a way of 
getting one's work seen and making contacts professionally or personally 
important. They are useful for established artists, too, as a place to try out 
(and see) new things. It was thus not surprising that over 400 artists from 
17 countries sent almost a thousand individual pieces to Mimi for her show. 

On the show's arrival in Port Charlotte, Nancy and I were relieved to 
find that many more of its works were excellent than so-so. Nancy and her 
staff, in fact, became quite enthusiastic about it, and Nancy at once let the 
two local papers know about it. Both said they'd send reporters to the 
library, and I was to expect to be interviewed. In the meantime, I prepared 
a 2-page introduction to the show, fifty copies of which I left at the library. 

Then I started making hit&miss notes on the show. They characterized 
Rosemari Dominiano's contribution as, "nice/simple/Sundays;" Robert 
Kennan's as, "interesting ink terrain;" Malok's as, "pulsefully enigmatic;" 
Carl Stevenson's as, "African-primitive heads immersed in intriguing color 
corrosions;" Beth Ridenour's as, "a reverberatingly appropriate geologized 
postmark;" and Dan Marshall's as, "chipped ceramics containing some¬ 
thing of Greece, somethingof Keats, something of abstract expressionism." 



I circled the identification number next to Larry Thomas's "distorted 
squeezedfaces," meaning that I thought his work especially good. The Arts 
Media Dept, of the Lansing Community College's 46 pieces got this one- 
word reaction from me: "textures!" 

I spent extra time writing about Philip Campbell's one contribution, 
which reminded me of Kitaj (a favorite of mine). It consisted of two 
monochromatic, foto-sharp figures, one male, the other female, who sit 
aloofly in their living room staring expressionlessly at the viewer. But the 
woman's large, molten black shadow to the right; sensual slabs of olive- 
green,blueand orangeanti-fotographicallysuggesting walls and floor; and 
similarly sensual shades of maroon investing the furniture—along with the 
couple's apparent nudity (except for the woman's sunglasses)—brings the 
piece's temperature up substantially, and lingeringly. 

Chris Papa's seven thoughtful compositions also impressed me. One of 
them was a design that included a fish with the typewritten word, "when", 
just above it. I don't know why, but this seemed unusually charged with 
meaning for me—perhaps because the fish suggested primeval times, and 
some of the accompanying (simple) designs suggested pre-Christian art, 
and the whole thus spoke of millenia, and some sort of advance. Another 
one-incher of Papa's consisted of an upside-down $1 US stamp one border 
of which said, "without think." The humorous pieces I most liked were by 
John Eberly and Diane Glenn. Eberly's was a mock postage stamp in 
homage to Allen Ginsberg who is (I think) depicted on it with ('msure about 
this) something about the correct "Pot Sage" printed on a border. Glenn's 
was the following: 
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Perhaps my overall favorite things in the show were an array by Lily 
Scholes of mostly non-representational splurges of color-and-texture-com- 
binations I felt like breathing into forever. Another high point of the show 
for me was Cathy Ann Petrieg-Anderson's 15 brown-grey tiles (baked clay 
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of some sort, I think), all of them being elegant interrelated combinations 
of veins, depressions, punctures, grooves—or inward-thrusting shapes— 
until a hemispherical and two columnar shapes suddenly lunge up out of 
her final tile. 

I enjoyed Jake Berry's eight pieces, too: Miro-reminiscent child-sponta¬ 
neous but summer-mature deep beach-musings they seemed. Allyson 
Hoimes's varn ished molteny / crystal 1 y square was yet another eye-catcher 
for me: a piece for the sense of touch, too. (Allyson, I later realized, is almost 
certainly the sister of the show's head curator.) 



The variety of the show is no doubt already blurringly evident to the 
reader, but there was much more to it, including: a 41-piece study of linear 
forms and edges by Doone Covenhead that I kept going back to; a piece 
featuring the detached head of what looks to be Capt. Marvel's old nemesis. 
Dr. Sivana, by Vittore Baroni; a bit of deadpanned absurdism by Corpus 
Romana that reminds me of the work of new Runaway Spoon Press author. 

La rryTomoyasu; a charming miniature pillow by Amy Clarke; John Sager's 

sales tag; Michael Moreth's suspense-charged photographs; Stu Biscoe's 
sharp popArt satire; Dave Wood's clumps of mirror fragments; Ruggero 
Maggi's "smile" face with the ears and snout of a pig added, the snout very 
much resembling a death's head; William Hannon's eight beautifully hand- 
sewn, hardbound miniature books featuring poems, in elegant calligraphy, 
by Cummings, Longfellow and Dickinson; a characteristic combination of 
orange and white non-representational design with a single word in 
widely-separated letters ("MULTIPLEX") by John Byrum; JeanieE. Nyer's 
simple bu t effective warm-colored landscapes; Rochelle Pecos's fascinating 
abstraction; Henning Mittendorfs bouyant little cartoon mouse playing 
catch, it would appear, with a heart; the intentionally off-hued slickzine- 
professional realistic paintings of trotters, a cat's face, and a bust driving 
away from a house by April Pederson; and the wonderfully surrealized 
23-frame play Gary Bolding constructed of glimpses of upraised hands, 
horrified heads, heads wearing chicken- or bull-masks, and a centaur. Et 
cetera, cubed. 

One of the first things I did once the show was up was write a brief press 
release. Inspired by the fact that one of the pieces was missing, I wrote the 
following: 

"An art-determination die is missing and Bob Grumman is not sure 
whether to call in the FBI or not. The die has been a featured attraction of 
the touring mail-art show that Grumman is managing during its one-month 
stay in Port Charlotte. Invented by Marne Jackson of Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
it has the word, "ART," on three of its sides, and the phrase, "NOT ART," 
on the other three. When you're not sure whether a given work is art or not, 
you simply roll the art-determination die to find out. It is thus extremely 
useful, especially to academics. That is why Grumman suspects that the 
Harvard art professor who was at the show's opening on Friday snatched 
it. 



"It might be thought that the loss of the cube, which is only one-inch by 
one-inch by one-inch, would be a minor misfortune. Surely its inventor 
could make another. While this is no doubt true, there are—according to 
Grumman—enormous problems. The main one is that, contrary to popular 
belief, it is not the case that only fifty percent of the things people call art 
are really art. The percentage, according to the most up-to-date survey, is 
53.7%. Consequently, for the die to be accurate, its weight has to be very 
carefully and subtly distributed. It is thus no surprise that the first working 
version of it took Jackson thirteen years to finish. She has been contacted, 
however, and with the help of NASA computers (NOT the ones used for 
the Hubble Space Telescope) hopes to make a second die before the show 
ends its tour in Windsor, England in the spring of 1992. 


"In the meantime, Grumman hopes that Port Charlotte's art-lovers will 
be content with the nearly one thousand other works from all over the 
world that are in the show, each of them meeting the show's only require¬ 
ment by being exactly one-inch by one-inch in size. The show can be seen 
through 24 May at the Port Charlotte Public Library on Aaron Street." 

I thought all this quite droll and followed it up with an update in which 
I apologized for having wrongly suspected the Harvard professor of steal¬ 
ing the die. I now accused a Dr. Akkermann, a professor of human physi¬ 
ology, of having stolen it for use in human sexuality research, I claimed he 
had changed the word, "ART," to "SEX" wherever it appeared n the fie, 
then used it to classify what was going on in his experiments. I also daimed, 
however, that he had swallowed the die when apprehended so probably 
would not be charged with any crime. I had happy thoughts about these 
two stories' being picked up by the A.P. and gathering updates as the show 
went across the country. And I'd get a contract to write a year's worth of 
sitcoms for NBC in the mail as a result and finally become independently 
wealthy. 



Wishful thinking, to be sure. The interviews I was to expect never came. 
Eventually—after several fruitless phone calls—I called in person on one 
editor and left my material with him. He assured me that a story would 
run, not the next day, but within a few days. I got the distinct impression 
that he wasn't too interested in it though. I bubbled all kinds of enthusiasm 
at him about the uniqueness of the show, and its having stuff from 16 
foreign countries and over 30 states, but the only question he had about it 
was when it would be over. 

No story resulted. By the time I followed up on it, the editor was on 
vacation. I saw him a couple of times after he got back, getting more 
promises but no performance. To top it off, he lost my only photograph of 
the art-determination die. 

I wrote another story, though, and took it to the other local paper, the 
CHARLOTTE AM edition of the SARASOTA HERALD TRIBUNE In 
this one I quoted my own piece in the show, partly out of careerist 
egocentricity, I suppose, but also because I figured something about a local 
artist would be considered more interesting to a newspaper editor than 
something about an out-of-state artist. I described it as "the World's Great¬ 
est Mathematical Alphaconceptual Poem—because it is also the world's 
ONLY mathematical alphaconceptual poem." Here I was hoping the local 
community college would invite me in to explain alphaconceptual poetry 
to an auditoriumful of eager English students. The next step would be a 
PBS documentary. 

Neither happened, for the poem never made it into the paper. The paper 
did finally do a write-up on the show, though. Reporter Mike Podolsky 
interviewed me and wrote what I thought was a first-rate story. Two 
excellent photographs, in full color, by Kevin Moloney accompanied it. One 
of them was a depressingly accurate picture of me; the other was a doseup 
of twelve of the pieces in the show. I immediately sent copies of the article 
to the creators of those twelve pieces. One of them, by chance, was Ruggero 
Maggi of Italy; another was a fine Nigerian artist; a third was a sculptor in 
Connecticut. From all three of these I got wonderful little art-gifts in return, 
and Maggi invited me to send a book to a mail art show concerned with 
artists' books that he was curating. All this was unexpected, and delightful, 
and certainly made all the frustration of trying to get publicity worthwhile. 

As I write this the show is about to leave Minneapolis, where I for¬ 
warded it, to go to a college in Michigan. I hope to hear more about it as it 
wends its way to England. Meanwhile, I've reserve the top of Nancy 
Razvoza's bookcase for another art show in the fall. This one will consist of 
visual poetry collected from all over the world by Pete Spence in Australia. 
If things go right. I'll get some space for it at the local mall, too! Look for 
further details in your local PBS guide. 














It all comes, I suppose, of Listening to People. Listening to People, as 
nearly as I can tell—which may not be very nearly at that, considering that 
this is the sort of stuff one generally finds oneself thinking about at, oh, 1:30 
in the morning, after one has just consumed the better part of a three day 
old barbecued chicken, so one's judgment is liable to be a trifle suspect—is 
the root cause of most of the major and minor problems that now beset, or 
ever have beset (besot?), this tired old world of ours, and ought therefore 
to be avoided at all costs, would that anyone ever listen to me on the subject. 

For example, it's a fairly safe bet that if Joan of Arc hadn't gone around 
Listening to People—albeit People who were apparently putting in guest 
appearances from the Great Beyond—she wouldn't have found herself 
tearing about the countryside, leading armies into battle and shouting 
peculiar things in French, which might have precluded sainthood but 
which, on the other hand, would have almost guaranteed that she lived 
longer, and was in a somewhat less well done condition when she did die. 
Richard Nixon—to hear him tell it, in any event—would never have ended 
up in the sorry position that he did had he not Listened to People, nor would 
have Oliver North, most of the soldiers in the army of the Third Reich (or 
the army of the United States in the Persian Gulf, as far as that goes), and 
that poor guy who became convinced that changing the formula of Coca- 
Cola was such a hot idea. Pete Rose, Ronald Reagan, and Donald Trump 
were ail more or less given to surrounding themselves with groups of 
advisers to whom they Listened, and you just know that there's no way Cher 
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would go out in public looking like that if somewhere, someone wasn't 
saying, "Honestly, honey, on you it works". 

So what happened to me should have corneas no great surprise. I mean, 
really, given all the evidence—and even factoring in that barbecued 
chicken—it should have occurred to me, and I honestly have no excuse for 
my lack of foresight. Anyone who has reached my advanced age and still 
has some shreds of her higher brain functions left intact—oh well—should 
certainly be able to understand, without very much prompting, that if she 
Listens to People on the subject of a movie starring Madonna, she deserves 
whatever it is she gets. 

And yet, there it is, with no getting away from it: I Listened to People 
on the topic of Madonna's new movie. Truth or Dare. I Listened to the 
Grown-Up Movie Critics, who said that, even though they personally 
didn't like Madonna, Truth or Dare was a fascinating, in-depth, evocative 
lookat life behind the scenes at an international tour, and at the complexities 
of a personality coping with super-stardom. I Listened to friends of mine, 
who said that, even though they personally didn't like Madonna, Truth or 
Dare was exciting, visual, innovative, gripping, powerful, funny, exotic, 
dynamic, shocking and outrageous, a definite must-see for anyone at all 
interested in movies that strive to be different from the typical mold. I 
Listened to a fellow by the name of Morton the Schlep, who evidently lives 
in the back of what everyone thought was an abandoned pretzel factory 
and who said that, even though he personally didn't like Madonna, Truth 
or Dare was Good and Dirty. I even Listened to myself, when I remembered 
that, even though I personally didn't like Madonna, she was pretty good 
in Desperately Seeking Susan —about the only people in the world to whom 
I didn't Listen were those who personally did like Madonna, and that's only 
because they didn't appear to be saying much of anything. But after all, I 
figured, what do they know? They like Madonna. 

So, all unsuspecting and in the fr^me of mind I imagine visits cultural 
anthropologists when they are about to view rare 16 mm. footage of some 
primitive tribe given to unusual and slightly disgusting mating rituals, I 
went off to see Truth or Dare. There's no excuse for it, as I intimated 
previously; I should have thought the thing through. But if it's any comfort 
to you at all—it wasn't to me, I assure you—I did get precisely what I 
deserved. 

Truth or Dare is tripe, pure and simple. It's an overlong, over-blown, 
murky, redundant vanity production that resembles nothing so much as 
somebody 7 s home movies, except that home movies are usually about more 
pleasant people. Hell, for that matter, most people's home movies are 
usually dirtier, too. 

Having said all that—and very loudly too. You should have heard 
me—I am left in the familiar, but never entirely comfortable, position of 
having to explain—if only to myself—why it is that I think one way while 
everyone else quite obviously thinks another. It's easy enough, for example, 
to say, as I did, that Truth or Dare is too long—there are easily three points 
in the last 45 minutes at which I, and everyone else in the audience, thought 
the thing was about to end, where it really should have ended, where, with 
a clever or even half competent director, it would have ended (incidentally, 
perhaps I just blocked it out, but I don't recall seeing a director listed for 
this Film, and neither does my movie-attending companion. We both 
remember a producer, a cinematographer, and a film editor—though we 
can't for the life of us figure out what that one did—but no director, which 
tells you something right there), but where, as it was, it just dragged on for 
another several minutes (I should mention that I initially, though acciden- 
tally, typed "months" there, which is pretty much the way it seemed at the 
time)—and it's easy enough to say that Madonna is an exceedingly unpleas¬ 
ant person, to judge solely be this film (which may be unfair, except that 
she herself has been touting Truth or Dare as an accurate portrayal of 
herself)—I don't care who you are, or how important people think you, no 
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one but a pig talks to those who work for him or her the way Madonna does 
in this movie, and most of us who have gotten beyond the age of fourteen 
think it's rather immature to sneer at people we perceive as being different 
from ourselves—and it's even easy to point out that Truth or Dare is poorly 
executed—how many times do we have to see Madonna and her band of 
Yuppie Pranksters praying before a concert, after all? Once or twice would 
have gotten the point across, I think. And is a supposedly commercial 
motion picture (one you presumably want people to watch) really the place 
to test just how dark you can make an exposure and still vaguely perceive 
human shapes?—but none of this is entirely the problem. Long, poorly 
executed movies about unpleasant people have been around since the 
dawn of the industry without raising too much of a fuss either way, and 
some even have cults built around them. (Think I'm going to make a Kodcy 
Horror joke, don't you? Well, ha—I was talking about Eraserhead, so nyah 
nyah.) And it isn't even that I was particularly disappointed—well, I was 
disappointed, of course. After Listening to all those People I did have a 
certain image built up in my mind that Truth or Dare failed to maintain, but 
in actual fact it was no more disappointing than a hundred other movies 
that have failed to live up to their advance publicity. So why exactly was 
my reaction to Truth or Dare so extreme? 

Most of it, I think, stems from an old inability of mine, one I first noticed 
when I was living near Soho in New York and therefore surrounded, 
whether I wanted to be or not, by the Artistic and Trendy. It is an inability 
of mine to understand how what was essentially an extremely boringgroup 
of people, doing nothing much of any particular import (oh, I understand 
that Art is important, all right, but first you have to allow that making 
earrings out of the heads of Barbie dolls is Art, and then you have to allow 
that Barbie Doll Earring Art is on the same level as, say, Guernica , and these 
were two jumps I could never quite bring myself to take) could so uniformly 
and unanimously believe that their tiny, narrow little lives were endlessly 
fascinating to everyone else, to the extent that, without exception, every 
single one of these people that I ever met would think nothing of corralling 
me at parties and rambling on in minute detail about every facet of his or 
her existence. I finally moved out of the area primarily because I could not 
stand one more second of some character who believed that Michael Musto 
was a political writer and some woman shoving vegetables into places on 
her anatomy where the Almighty never intended vegetables to go was 
making a Socially Relevant Statement, explaining to me, with exquisite 
condescension, just why it was important in the modern world. Truth or 
Dare is like being trapped between floors in a broken elevator for more than 
two hours with one of there Hipness Nazis. And one who doesn't know the 
meaning of the word "deodorant", either. 

Now, on the completely opposite hand, there's The Long 
Walk Home. Even though The Long Walk Home had a late 
1989/early 1990 release date, I didn't get to see it until a few 
days ago (future generations pleas note: this is being written 
in mid-1991) because, apparently, the owner of our local 
chain of theatres (our only local chain of theatres) Listened 
to People who told him that this as an Arty, Intellectual Film 
that wouldn't go over in this area, and he was better off 
carrying Home Alone for forty-three endless weeks. There¬ 
fore, we didn't get The Long Walk Home at all during its initial 
release, and only got it now under the auspices of 
ArtCinema, an umbrella term used for films the chain brings 
in on the weekends for four or five performances, usually 
foreign movies that, in their own countries, went directly to 
video (I particularly remember one little French gem called, 
more or less. How to Make Love to a Negro Without Getting 
Tired —it was a little less racist in French, but not much—that 
was so hotylingly awful that it only took ten minutes to add 
it to my pdntheon of the worst movies I've ever seen, which 
is a new record, beating Mandinko by a good 58 seconds), but 
occasionally something from this country that was deemed, 
for whatever reason, commercially risky. Why the head of 
the chain Listened to his advisers and not the the two or three 
Grown-up Critics who troubled to mention the film I don't 
know (well, I have an idea, but I hate to talk that way about 
someone who's not around to defend himself, particularly 
someone capable of showing Hudson Hawk on 34 screens if 
he's got a mind to), but, in any case. The Long Walk Home was 
worth the wait. 

Far superior to Driving Miss Daisy, with which it shares 
some basic themes. The Long Walk Home details the relation¬ 
ship between two women directly before and during the 
Montgomery, Alabama Bus Strike of 1955-56. Sissy Spacek— 
excellent here as she invariably is—is a well-to-do home¬ 


maker, comfortable in mind as well as circumstances, concerned with her 
family, her bridge group, and her place in the community. Whoopie 
Goldberg, in the first role she's had since The Color Purple that's really 
worthy of her talents, is her maid, possessed of a somewhat wider vision 
(mainly because she's been forced to acquire one), but also devoted to her 
family and her community. When, after the Rosa Parks incident, the Bus 
Boycott is declared, Goldberg's character makes the courageous decision 
to honour it and walk several miles to and from work rather than take the 
bus, Spacek's character, after much conflict, makes the equally courageous 
one to drive her home several afternoons a week, over the strenuous 
objections of her husband and friends. What arises from this seemingly 
simple act, the changes it makes in the relationship between the two 
women, in the way they see themselves, each other, and the larger world, 
is the crux of the film. 

The Long Walk Home makes its points, and tells its story, with no 
fireworks, no special effects, and no pretensions, nothing but good, satis¬ 
fying story-telling, wonderful performances, and quiet dignity. In contrast 
to Truth or Dare —and perhaps if I hadn't seen the two films within a couple 
of weeks of each other I wouldn't be making this comparison, but I did, so 
here it is—the women portrayed in The Long Walk Home do have interesting 
lives, note-worthy things to say, relevant statements. It's almost too trendy- 
liberal to say that, in the long run, a housewife and a maid—and fictional 
ones at that—can be more important that a "real life", whatever that is, 
entertainer who's know to everyone within sight of a television set—it 
sticks in the throat like chicken a la king at an ACLU fundraiser—but, in 
this case, it's almost unavoid able. Not so much because The Long Walk Home 
is a "political" movie and Truth or Dare isn't—it never claimed to be, nor 
should every movie made automatically carry some sort of meaningful 
"message"—as because of its honesty, the clearness of its vision, and its 
presentation of the lives of women, the women of The Long Walk Home are 
more important than Madonna can ever hope to be, and this movie much 
more evocative, dynamic and innovation than Truth or Dare could ever 
claim. 

So you see how it is about Listening to People. You should never, ever 
do it. Don't even Listen to me. I mean it. That is to say, you should definitely 
go on reading everything I write, and paying me as much money as you 
possible can to write it, and tell all your friends how terrific it is—nothing 
wrong with that —but, for God's sake, don't Listen to a word I say. 

I mean it. Cross my heart. 
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Distributing Alternative Press Publications 

Printing up alternative papers, magazines and books, only a minor part 
of the publishing process, ends the production process and begins the 
distribution process. The end of all publishing, even mainstream publish¬ 
ing, is to get the material into the hands of the reader and money back into 
the hands of the publisher. 

But getting the publications into the readers hands is not so simple. In 
mainstream publishing, many more copies than can be sold are printed up 
of magazines, newspapers and books. These are placed in many stores 
around town or across the country with part of the cover price going to the 
retail outlet, part going to the distributor and part going to the publisher. 
The copies not sold are thrown away. In terms of periodicals subscriptions 
bring in part of the cover price, if sold by subscription agencies which are 
another type of distributor. 

While there are distributors of alternative publications, there can be 
internal or self distribution methods utilized on the part of the publisher. 

LOCAL MAGAZINES AND NEWSPAPERS. A publication that deals 
with a certain geographic area cannot expect a large circulation from 
subscribers outside that area and must sell copies in local outlets. The 
publisher can make arrangements with grocery store, druggists, and book¬ 
stores that generally carry the local daily paper. Generally this can be either 
on consignment or by the jar method. Consignment method, the store gets 
50 percent of the cover price of copies sold and returns unsold copies. The 
jar method is setting a jar with the cost of copies on the side of it on top of 
a stack of copies. Say a magazine sells for a dollar, the person can drop a 
dollar through the hole in the top of the jar and grab a copy off the stack. 
Of course with this deal, if the stack isn't in clear view of the store manager 
at all times, people can grab copies without paying for them or more copies 
than they pay for. This happens all the time with Sunday newspapers here 
in Terre Haute. A person will shove the coins into the daily newspaper box 
and upon opening the door, will grab about 10 copies for the price of one. 

A local publication can also deal copies through the distributor of out 
of town newspapers and magazines that sell in stores on a consignment 
basis. This will still net the publisher 50 percent of face value of copies sold, 
but will avoid having to distribute the publication on his or her own time. 

Then there is the street hawker method that was once popular in the 
1960s underground press. Basicallygettingagroupof people together who 
agree to sell so many copies on campus or on the streets of town or 
door-to-door in exchange for so much of the profit. The L.A. Free Press in 
1969 used to sell 95,000 copies each week in this method by having people 
sell 100 copies or so apiece. 

If a publisher is enthusiastic enough and can find a good buy some¬ 
where then pu rchasing newspaper boxes may be the way to go. These boxes 
can be filled with copies each week or month and allow the publisher to 
concentrate on other business while the reader can just drop in the coins 
and pickup his own paper. These are pretty secure against theft unless one 
wants to steal the whole box to get the money out of it later by prying the 
cash box open in one's garage. 

The last method of local distribution is free distribution. It brings no 
money in and requires the advertising to pay for all of the production, but 
it also allows for greater readership. All the publisher does is drop copies 


in businesses that let him or her. College campuses and record 
stores are also good for this. 

REGIONAL OR NATIONAL PERIODICALS. These are pub¬ 
lications that aren't tied to any specific geographic area. They are 
generally one subject in orientation. Factsheet Five is a review 
magazine and that is it's one subject, but also includes a few 
peripherals. Twisted Image is a personal zine of Ace Backwords 
dealing with his cartoons, plus a few side effects. Zenger is (or at 
this time was) a newspaper dealing generally in pot. These pub¬ 
lications sell either through reviews, subscriptions or by indepen¬ 
dent distributors like Loompanics (books) or Tower Records 
(magazines). 

Review copies of a publication can generate subscriptions and 
sample copy sales. Small Press Review, The Comicist, Whole Earth 
Review, Anarchy, The Printer's Devil, Mirkwood, of course 
Factsheet Five and Maximum Rock-N-Roll are all good places to 
send review copies. A flyer with the cost of samples and subscri¬ 
ptions along with a description of the publication is helpful when 
sent along with the review copy. 

Subscriptions. We all know what they are. But in managing 
subscri ptions, it is useful in keepi ng 1 is ts of the those who are owed 
copies. Fred Woodworth suggests using file cards with the name 
and address of the subscriber, along with notes on when subscrip¬ 
tion starts and finishes and also notes as to when re-subscription notices 
are sent out. Past subscribers and sample copies should also be kept on hand 
to send occassional flyers and notes to try to get more subscriptions. 

Placing ads inside the publication for new subscriptions are also a 
means. Usually a fill in the blank type ad is effective and enticing as the 
reader figures it will be the fastest way of getting on the books rather than 
he or she making up one. 

In setting the cost of subscriptions it is recommended that the costof 
multiple copies be at a discount. If one copy cost $2.50, then 4 issues would 
cost $10. Instead place the subscription cost at $9 or $8. This encourages the 
reader to save money and gives the publisher a chance to have future issues 
paid for and money to print them ahead of time. 

The same with small book publishers. If there are several titles available, 
it sometimes helps to make a discount on several titles over just ordering 
one title. 

As for the various postal costs, seeing the local postmaster is the best 
thing to do. Many post office employees do not know their own rules and 
even though you may have mail set up the way it should be for mass 
mailings, it might not be acceptable to your hometown post office. But 
basically if one has less than 200 copies to mail, bulk mailing is out and 
many use 1st Class or if possible 4th Class Book Rate. 

Distributors. These are businesses set up to place publications and 
books in various outlets in other cities and states besides the one that the 
publisher resides in. 

To get a distributor to consider carrying a publication it is best to send 
a copy of one's publication and a letter explaining the cost and editorial 
content. The distributor usually pays 50-60 percent of the cover price of the 
copies it sells. In other words, if magazine A costs $2 and sends 40 copies 
to the Mystic Knights of the Sea Distribution Corporation to sell, and only 
6 copies sell, the publisher will probably get $7.20 a few months down the 
line after sending the next issue off (.60 times $2 times 6 = $7.20). 

Most distributors pay from 30 to 90 days after receipt of books and zines. 
More importantly, most deal with large amounts of different orders and go 
by order numbers so when one sends off material that is requested, include 
a purchase form with their order number included. (Fishing Hole Editor's 
note: I complained last year about being ripped off by Coutts Library 
Services in New York state. 18 months later I have finally been paid by this 
distributor. I'm still not sure about these guys but most distributors I have 
been told pay within 90 days, not 540 days.) 

In dealing with d istributors, expect to sell only a small amount of copies 
compared to the number of copies ent to them. Just because the distributor 
orders 100 copies doesn't mean it can sell that number. 

There are various distributors that Mike Gunderloy deals with and for 
an SASE you can get a copy of them. Next issue I will present a list of 
distributors so all you publishers out there are asked to send me copies of 
the agreements you have with your various distributors and I'll list their 
addresses, et cetera here.

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CONSPIRACY CORNER 

"With the possible exceptions of the American Revolutionary War and 
the Civil War—and many scholars of history convincingly dispute that 
even they were exceptions—in this country, freedom's worst enemy has 
usually been war," I said in this column in FACTSHEET FIVE #42. 

Here is what the Individualist Anarchist Lysander Spooner said about 
the effect on freedom of the Civil War in his pamphlet, NO TREASON #1 
(Individualist Anarchist Pamphlets, Arno Press and THE NEW YORK 
TIMES, 1972): 

"The question of treason is distinct from that of slavery; and is the same 
that it would have been, if free States, instead of slave States, had seceded. 

"On the part of the North, the war was carried on, not to liberate the 
slaves, but by a government that had always perverted and violated the 
Constitution, to keep slaves in bondage; and was still willing to do so, if the 
slaveholders could thereby be induced to stay in the union. 

"The principle, on which the war was waged by the North, was simply 
this: That men may rightfully be compelled to submit to, and support, a 
government they do not want; and that resistance, on their part, makes 
them traitors and criminals. 

"No principle, that is possible to be named, can be more self-evidently 
false than this: or more self-evidently fatal to all political freedom. Yet it 
triumphed in the field, and is not assumed to be established. If it be really 
established, the number of slaves, instead of having been diminished by 
the war, has been greatly increased; for a man, thus subjected to a govern¬ 
ment he does not want, is a slave. And there is no difference, in principle— 
but only in degree—between political and chattel slavery. The former, no 
less than the latter, denies man's ownership of himself and the products of 
his labor; and asserts that other men own him, and dispose of him and his 
property, for their uses, and their pleasure. 

"Previous to the war, there were some grounds for saying that—in 
theory, at least, if not in practice—our government was a free one; that it 
rested on consent..." 

Only #1 and #2are reprinted in the volume I quoted, but there is at least 
one other version or edition of NO TREASON taking the form of a letter 
to Senator Bayard d isputing his claim that a politician can be an honest man. 
In the mid-1960s I heard a reading of this presentation by Robert LeFevre. 
Being an attorney as well as an anarchist, Spooner left no possible argument 
on the shelf and—after establishing that even the Constitution did not rest 
upon the consent of the governed (because only a handful of men signed it 
and party A cannot sign something binding on Party B)—he went on to say 
that natural rights, being unalienable, cannot be signed away anyhow. Or 
in other words, you cannot surrender your life, liberty or earnings by means 
of an agreement. For any such contract is absurd on the face of it, invalid 
and void by nature. 

Why? That is not jso obvious these days because the philosophy of 
Natural Law and Natural Rights which overthrew that of the Divine Right 
of Kings is no longer in the news. Government schools undermine their 
source of support when they teach it clearly and Catholic schools do not 
recognize Natural Rights, a doctrine condemned since of old by the Papacy. 
(Scholastic Natural Law resembled libertarian Natural Law in name; they 
were not alike, however.) 


A Natural Right is a freedom you need so as to function volitionally and 
hence socially and rationally. For that reason it is unalienable—not "inalien¬ 
able" as misquoted so much—which is to say that it cannot be bartered, 
sold or contracted away. A need is a need and you cannot divorce yourself 
from it; hence, rights being needs, are unalienable. A need may go unsatis¬ 
fied as a right may go unsecured. And the securing of a right does not 
guarantee social and rational behavior, but only makes it possible. 

Said another way, you cannot realistically expect volitional—much less 
social or rational—behavior of anyone, friend or enemy, whose Natural 
Rights are not secure. Those whose lives are being constantly threatened or 
whose freedom is quite restricted or whose earnings are so diminished as 
to leave them chronically hungry, will not be capable of sustained social or 
rational behavior. 

If you don't want your enemies capable of "seeing the light of reason," 
so be it. But if you would rather not have to second guess maniacs, the 
Natural Rights idea is a useful one. 

Once again, a right is a freedom you need to function volitionally. No one 
is rightfully required to furnish you with free medical care, for example. A 
legal monopoly on medical practice is, however, a violation of natural 
rights, as is the legal restriction of any drug . I am not rightfully required 
to house you, but cannot rightfully keep you from squatting and home¬ 
steading on land which—however owned on record—is not serving some 
socially useful purpose (ecology being one such purpose). Nor is anyone 
obligated to feed me, but I am entitled to every freedom—of access land as 
just mentioned and of voluntary association with others in any manner free 
of force and fraud—to feed myself, as I am also rightfully free to go 
anywhere in the world—without having to ask permission of govern¬ 
ments—for the purpose of improving my material welfare. 

So what has all this to do with conspiracies, I'm sure someone is 
wondering. Many things, but one in particular I will deal with now. Lately, 
I have been running up against a serious problem in extracting data from 
the intelligence community—never a cinch anyhow—because many peo¬ 
ple who would like to help are, they say, under contract not to share 
information with the media. And I guess FACTSHEET FIVE has got so big 
time that I am now considered media! 

To all these people and any others like them anywhere I say: You cannot 
contract away your freedom of expression! Whatever contract you signed 
is null and absurd, because liberty is an unalienable natural right. Unless 
you are a monarchist who believes in Divine Right, you are not bound—at 
least by honor—to keep any agreement that infringes upon your liberty (as 
opposed to license). Withholding data that could assist in securing the 
rights of others, besides, is a form of license (as opposed to liberty), in cases 
where it involves cooperation with those demanding such secrecy. 

That, I realize is not the only consideration weighing on the minds of 
those sworn to secrecy. Most organizations demand some collateral or 
make threats against would-be singers. How to deal with those problems 
becomes thinkable, however, only after you realize you are under no fair 
and just obligation to keep secrets—no matter what you signed. 

Remember: If secrecy were in fact national security, for example, then 
we could all safeguard democracy by voting with our eyes shut.

When I was knee-high to a duck (five years old), I used to cut out 
pictures from FAMOUS MONSTERS magazine, (I since had to spend lots 
of dollars to replace the ruined ones!) and make my own little "Picture- 
books." It was fun and I remember doing three or four "issues" before my 
interest (and my copies of FAMOUS MONSTERS!) subsided. Of course, 
in 1965, xerox machines were an unknown entity to me, so I had no 
"subscribers" or anything, just friends who would come over to my house 
and look at my "mag" in my room. 

My interest in monsters and horror films stayed with me throughout 
what I laughingly call the "adult years" however, and I continued collecting 
anything "strange and unusual" I could get my paws on. I had other 
interests, too, and music was at the top of the list. One day, while thumbing 
through the fanzine reviews of MAXIMUM ROCK AND ROLL, I discov¬ 
ered the DIY approach of punk rock publishing and decided to bring my 
desires out of that little comer of the mind reserved for all those other 
childhood memories. 

I've been doing THEY WONT STAY DEAD since February 1989, and 
I've certainly learned a lot since the first issue, not to mention that little 
cut-up mag I did as a child. I've met so many talented, appreciative and 
down-right nice people, that publishing has now become a very important 
part of my life. Why publish? The same reason I did when I was five years 
old...'cause it's fun\ 

Carolyn Simon, NOTES FROM WINDWARD: 

That's a two-part question: why do we as an organization publish and 
why do I personally publish? 

NOTES FROM WINDWARD started as letters from the Windward 
members who began developing raw land in September 1988 to members 
who stayed elsewhere, sending moral and financial support. Gradually, 
about the time I got involved, the NOTES acquired an additional function 
as a source of information for people who inquire. We urge prospective 
members to read the entire set of back issues so that there will be as much 
reality and as little fantasy as possible involved when someone joins. At 
about 160 pages a year, that's getting to be a significant reading assignment, 
and we consider a person's willingness to read all of it as an indication that 
he or she should be taken seriously. 

When I joined Windward in May of 1989,1 brought a laser printer and 
some publishing experience along with a lot of enthusiasm, and gave the 
NOTES a new look, which has been evolving ever since. The NOTES now 
serve PR and publicity functions as well as their original purposes. 

My personal feeling is that it's exciting to be at the center of the network 
of communications between readers and writers on a subject I care a lot 
about. For years I've been active in Mensa, which has about 150 local 
chapters in the US, each with a newsletter. I have edited one and read almost 
all of them, and have been fascinated at the effects various editorial styles 
have on the health of the local groups. The experience gave me a demon¬ 
stration of the power of the press that made an indelible impression. 


Our organizational position is that the most revolutionary thing we can 
do is to demonstrate a working model of a better system. The NOTES are 
the primary way we attract attention and new members, so they can make 
a powerful difference to my family of choice by fostering growth. Poten¬ 
tially, if we are what we aim to be, we can also create change in the outside 
world. It's an irresistible challenge. 

Blair Buscareno, THE TEEN SCENE and SUPER- 
CALIFRAGIUSTICEXPIALADOCIOUS: 

Why do I publish? 

I guess I have a few answers to that one. The first applies only to the 
music zines I have done, still do, and have yet to do. I do these because I 
want people to know about music I love. It also allows me to get in touch 
with peopleall over the place withsimilar tastes. I want to help thesegroups 
along. I love music and, as I'm not much of a musician, I settle for writing 
about it. Hopefully others will be inspired to go catch the groups I like. 
Maybe they'll start groups of their own and I'll have even more fun. Good 
rock-n-roll really does make me feel alive. 

The second answer applies more to the new zine than to the music zines, 
but does have something to do with them, too. Sometimes I feel a need to 
talk about something in order to get it out of my system. By setting it down 
on paper and letting others see it I may get a reaction. I like the concept of 
an exchange of ideas. Hopefully people will write to me and tell me how 
they feel about things. 

SUPER...doesn't always focus on anything; sometimes I just ramble for 
the sake of rambling. Just to see how it comes out. But the question 
remains—why publish it? Well, why not let others see what goes on in my 
head? Maybe they can make some sense out of it. And, again, maybe they'll 
write and tell me what they're thinking about. And we're back to the 
exchange of ideas. The more we know about one another, the better chance 
we have of understanding each other. The better our understanding of the 
way we all think, the better our chances for improving our world. 

Pig Havok, A SECRET DEVIL: 

About a year or so ago I put out an almost stupidly small book of bad 
poetry called LOW DEAD GUN. It was a collection of tales about mean 
drunken bears, sexually abused teddy bears, jails, beaten children and of 
course guns. I was the author and it was the first publication to be put out 
by UNPLEAS ANT BOOKS. I made fifty copies and sent them out through 
the mail, often finding myself branded as a foolish misanthrope. Not being 
deterred I continued and basically did more of the same, which at the time 
was enough to satisfy my needs. 

Now however, UNPLEASANT BOOKS is no more. It's been replaced 
by A SECRET DEVIL. The d ifference being UNPLEASANT was solely run 
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by me and A SECRET DEVIL is a kind of collective. The reason for the 
change of name and tactics is also entwined with many of the reasons why 
I choose to inhabit this twilight zone we call the underground press. It has 
something to do with vision and cooperation, stretching the limits as well 
as ourselves. It's also about fun, and to me laughter has always sounded 
better when it's shared. 

Dan Wright, FATHOMS BELOW: 

IRON FEATHERS JOURNAL opened my eyes to this amazing world 
of small press/underground publishing. Upon seeing this zine I figured I 
would try my hands at it myself. A few months later FATHOMS BELOW 
was bom. Shortly thereafter I discovered this amazing publication (you're 
reading it) that lists thousands of underground publications. 

At first I considered my zine something to try, have fun in the process, 
and see how everything turns out The outcome achieved what I had hoped 
with 66 and 52 copies FB #1 and #2 being distributed respectively. Now I 
consider the zine a collection of my art and writing ability, a nonspecific 
journal, if you will. Interwoven throughout each issue are mine and other 
contributors' works to give each issue a new look with an unexplainable 
categorization. 

I have and still attempt to get my works printed 
elsewhere, except not with much success. To date, 
four cartoons, two short stories and two poems 
have been not printed/denied by seven different 
publications. On the brighter side I have had seven 
cartoons and one true story printed. I accept the 
denials with dignity (somewhat) and realize that 
at least I have my own zine if I can't find anyone 
else to print my work(s). 

With each issue of FB I learn something new in 
the printing field. Each issue thus far has been an 
adventure ending with an outpouring of talent I 
never knew existed. And if all that is not enough 
there is always the trading of zines that can make 
up for any bad aspects of publishing. 

Dave Walbridge, 1 BIT SHOE: 

I publish for fun. Writing/editing a Zenzine is 
a great way to meet people, get strange letters and 
a full mailbox. 1 BIT SHOE started because I 
wanted to know if it was possible to do-it-yourself 
in the huge publishing world. It is fun, time-con¬ 
suming, and a constant artistic challenge. 

I publish for myself and friends—-even those I 
haven't met yet. It is a way to get some drawings 
and photos out to a wider audience. It is so I can 
learn and practice the craft of essay. It is a way to 
share ideas, and to give me something to trade 
with others. Publishing is a way of projecting, 
protecting and preserving ideas. 

My aim is to surprise the reader, wake them up 
and motivate them artistically. 

Because I like to play. With words, ideas, per¬ 
ceptions. To live is to play. I publish to fill in some 
holes in my education. 

Allen D. Salyer, "—AND I FEEL LIKE AN 
ALARM CLOCK ": 

"Why Publish" is a question I'm asked a lot, 
almost as often as "Why don't you use staples?". I 
have to admit, I ask myself the same thing every 
time I go to the printer.

3 TOAD SLOTH!, self titled (The Ian Steal Network, 3 Toad Sloth!, 64 
Rockwood Rd., Norfolk, MA 02056): Sloth Toad, Steel Toad and WaseToad, 
these are the three behind this project. Layered synths and drum machine 
make up most of the Sloth with a smattering of guitar. Sometimes dark and 
spacy, other times poppy in an off kilter fashion. Once they lay down the 
groove it remains constant which is when the repetition starts to play with 
your head some. I bet this would give you the bedspins after a hard night 
of boozin'. The Sloth meister's guitar burns. (T/EH) 

8 BARK, "The Big Wheel" (Underdog Records, PO Box 14182, Chicago, 
IL 60614): Spritely punk with shades of the Minutemen and X, especially 
in the male/female vocals. This isn't ripoff material, but those of you 
familiar with West Cost punk (as opposed to hardcore) should get an 
earfull. Nice phone t hreat at the beginning too. (45/RJL ) 

THE ACCUSED, "Straight Razor" (Nastymix, 1809 7th Ave. #800, 
Seattle, WA 98101): Virgin-slaughtering hardcore/metal crossover with a 
penchant for the sort of topics that made Freddie famous. The ponderous 
"Blind Hate/Blind Rage" could put your eyes out at twenty paces, while 
their cover of "Saturday Nite Special" is no doubt going to bring heart 
failure to some good ol' Southern rockers. Needless to say. I'll be playing 

this again, and loud. (T/MG) _ 

AED, "Pearl Of Swine" (£3.50 from Unhinged, The Old Schoolhouse, 
Yatesbury, Nr. Caine, Wilts, SN11 8YE U.K.): AED is Alan E. Davies who 
is described as an English eccentric who releases no photos or information 
about himself. His music is quite good. Working with keyboards and 
guitars his sound is close to Brian Eno's earlier material (especially his 
vocals). Falling somewhere between pop and moody soundtrack music, 
this is the kind of stuff that's rarely available and is a real find when you 

do manage to get it. (T/EH) ___ 

AGAINST ALL HOPE, "Breaking Through EP" (Round Flat Records, 
63 Lennox Ave, Buffalo, NY 14226) It sounds like mellowish rock until the 
vocalist lets go of his first plosive words that cut right through the easy 
going guitar and drums and the occasional addative of acoustic guitar.

ALICE DONUT, "Get a Life"/"Get a Job" (Vital Music Records, 81 
Second Ave., New York, NY 10003): "Get a Life" is a snotty, punk- infused 
tune about conformity. "Get a Job" is a tale of subjecting oneself to the abuse 
of corporate employers, sung to the tune of a scewed acoustic slide guitar 
and horn. This single is a must- have for anyone who feels out of place or 

disaffected in mains tream society. (7"/DWl) _ 

ALICE DONUT, "Revenge Fantasies of the Impotent" (Alternative 
Tentacles, PO Box 11458, San Francisco, CA 94101) The humor of this band 
gets bleaker and blacker as their abilities progress, up to this monument of 
minor melodies and psychedelicly tinged grooving riffs. But bleak is the 
key, and an often unpleasant and unhappy accusation arises from their 
songs, the culmination of which is the housewife narrative of "Come Up 


With Your Hands Out," where the despera¬ 
tion of suburban life is converted to murder¬ 
ous violence. This is followed by an abstract 
horn piece, leaving a strange tone to a gener- 
^ ally depressing but well played record.

ALIEN TONGUES, self titled ($6.00 
from Zzaj Productions, c/o Dick Metcalf, 
P.O. Box 2879, APO San Francisco, CA 
96218): This is a collaboration between 
Rotcod Zzaj and Jake Berry with some help 
from about a half dozen others on two of the 
tracks, sounding mostly improvised starting 
from a basic Structure, the first side is almost 
s. entirely instrumental working with two or 
three instruments at a time. At times loose, 
Jr there is almost always some bass lurking 

w yw around holding it all together while the 

acoustic guitar travels around sounding a bit 
' -l at times like John Abercrombie. The piano 

and slide guitar on "Sorcerer's Code" is like 
a fusion carousel constantly changing direc¬ 
tions and speed, while on side 2 there's an 
orchestra of toy instruments, pianos, buck¬ 
ets, pill bottles, cellophane and plenty of other household music making 

stuff keeping everyb ody busy. (T/EIT) _ 

ALL ABOUT CHAD, "Embarrassing Moments" b/w "Yours to Own" 
($3 from 246 Seventh Ave #9, Brooklyn, NY 11215) This eagerly friendly 
foursome has an openness of clean melodic lines and naively pleasant 
vocals. But don't be fooled: this is actually quite sophisticated (if silly) pop. 
"Embarrassing Moments" are, in this song, a first drunk and dumb high 
school attitudes, and of course, a first love, using wonderfully odd analo¬ 
gies like 'I was higher than a deadhead watching star trek.' "Yours to Own" 
is about a demanding and unresponsive love: 'I cried tear all over my 
sweater, you just laughed and asked why aren't you wetter?" Pretty 
unlikely pop that si mply sticks in your head. (45/PMZ) 

AMBUSH, self-titled (Coast to Coast, 6253 Hollywood Blvd., Holly¬ 
wood, CA 90028): These guys cite Kiss and Cinderella as their basic influ¬ 
ences, but looking at their photos the basic word that springs to mind is 
"cute". The music itself is your basic arena rock, lots of punch and not all 
that much depth. Po lished, though, with all the right m oves. (T/MG) 
ANACRUSIS, demo tape (Metal Blade Records, 18653 Ventura Blvd. 
Suite 311, Tarzana, CA. 91356): I have never heard of this group before and 
I don't generally listen to much heavy metal, however, when I got this tape 
to review, I thought it would be your typical type of heavy metal music. 
That will teach me to pre-judge! This band is awesome, to say the least. 
They are so unlike most heavy metal bands, in that this band brings to you 
true to life messages instead of singing about death and destruction. This 
is a refreshing situation. They have a very positive attitude and it truly 
shows in their music. If these guys have something to say, they say it in 
such a way that makes them worth listening to. They not only play well, 
but their collective voices will astound you. Kenn Nardi, lead vocalist of 
the group, has the most versatile voice that I have encountered in a man. 
He goes from a super screeching voice to almost a whisper naturally. And 
the move is so good that you don't realize it is the same voice! This group 
makes heavy metal very attractive and inviting. (T/AM ) 

ANOTOMY, "Si Ohm" ($25.Q0 from F.G. McNicol Ent., 873 1/2 Notre 
Dame Ave., Winnipeg, MB. R3E 0M4 CANADA): Anotomy is the duo of 
Roldo and Bobby. These two have been playing folk and blues for nearly 
25 years and their unique blend shows on all thirty songs. Playing every¬ 
thing from guitars to hand drums to kazoo there are varying styles and 
influences from song to song. Accompanied by a 38 page booklet and 

cosmic colorful pack aging. (2-T/EH) _ 

ANTIC HAY, "A Few Cuts in Return" (Merkin Records, 310 E. Biddle 
St., Baltimore, MD 21202): Intricate rock music with guitar arrangements a 
bit reminiscent of some of what's happening on 4AD—intense, seductive, 
and dangerous. Gary Ziroli's vocals pack a punch too, wailing on such 
numbers as "Fear Alone" and "Kill the Watchdog". Music to make you 

shiver in delighted f ear. (CD/MG) _ 

DAVID ARKENSTONE, "In The Wake Of The Wind" (Narada Pro¬ 
ductions, Inc., 1845 N. Farwell Ave., Milwaukee, WI 53202): A fantasy 
soundtrack that invites the listener to follow the plucky hero Andolin on a 
sea quest for wisdom and wealth. Synthesized and acoustic music are 
combined in set pieces which accompany each part of the voyage. Much of 
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the music is derived from traditional film scores with an added touch of 
New Age. "MorningSun on The Sails" is a fine example of the style of Aaron 
Copeland and is dedicated to the memory of that master. The overall 
concept and packagi ng should appeal to the Frodo Crow d. (CD/WM) 

AXE MASTER, "Extra Songs" (Alexander Bucher, 21 Rue Du Petit 
Chenois, 25200 Monbeliard, France) Grindingand schreechingguitars dual 
with the gutteral lyrics (sung in English) for importance in the not so great 
mix job, while the heavy handed drummer stays comfortably in the back¬ 
ground leaving roo m for quick fingered guitar solos to prevail. (T/RS) 

AZTEC CAMERA, "High Land, Hard Rain" (Sire Records, 75 Rocke¬ 
feller Plaza, 20th FI., New York, NY 10019): A major-label reissue with three 
extra tracks. Aztec Camera play a sort of maudlin alternative rock, full of 
guitars and keyboards, and shying away from anything too dangerous. It's 
not too hard to see how they ended up with the contract. Whether they're 
really worth listenin g to is another matter. (CD/MG) 

BALD COW, self-titled (Bob Records, PO Box 14182, Chicago, IL 
60614): Extrememly geeky music that manages to rock here and there, 
somehow. It's got little "hints" of secret agent Bob Black's favorite cult, the 
Sub-Genii, all over it. That may appeal to some, but it makes me want to 
beat them up. Not as devolved as Devo, this record gets bogged down by 
its own self-consdo usnes. (45/RJL) _ 

THE BARBARIAN lOVERS, "Faith In A Desperate Place" (Blue City 
Productions, PO Box 1060, Massapequa, NY 11758) Pop-Rock, not slow- 
dance schmaltz, nor is it "Bang Your Head", or even pogo material. This is 
general middle-of-the-road, straight ahead rock'n'roll with a twist of folk 
and a slight country influence. Female vocals cleanly soar over guitars and 
steady drumming. ( T/RS) _ 

PETE BARDENS, "Water Colors" (Miramar, 200 Second Ave. W, Seat¬ 
tle, WA 98119): Progressive rock from a keyboardist with credits including 
Camel as well as playing with members of the Kinks and Fleetwood Mac. 
This is an album of gentle musical images organized around liquid themes, 
with lots of flowing notes and slow changes. Something to muse away a 
sleepy afternoon wit h. (CD/MG)[MA#13501 _ 

BASEHEAD, "Play With Toys" (Emigre,48ShattuckSq. #175,Berkeley, 
CA 94704): This one opens with a piece of C&W soul, and it doesn't get any 
less curious from then on in. Playing acoustic instruments in a laid-back 
livesetting rife with catcalls, Basehead melds elements of funk and country 
and scratching and cowpunk all together. A unique listening experience 
that nicely transcen ds boundaries. (T/MG) _ 

BATZ WITHOUT FLESH, "No Memory" (N.T.S. Productions, 742 
Paper Mill Rd, Newark, DE 19711) Working in the well mined territory of 
techn^^ance^Batz^ake^he^pproacl^onh^iarsMndustria^andslike 
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Ministry as they "Repunish" or demand to "Bite It." The beats are pushed 
forward of grinding tones and synths, steering from the thick confusion 
often characterizing this kind of music; in fact, some of the melodies carry 
a silly new wave simplicity that juxtaposes oddly to the abrasive commands 
of the lyrics. To break up the record, a couple of oscillating synth experi¬ 
ments are added, which makes for a more interesting sequence of tunes 
than just a string of demanding beats. (LP/PMZ) _ 

BELIEVER, "Sanity Obscure" (Road runner, 225Lafayette St #407, New 
York, NY 10012): Heavy-duty metal madness from a band that happens to 
be all Christian—which leads to such novelties as the guitar-laden but 
anti-drug song "Stop the Madness". The band is definitely into pushing 
ideology with their music—would you believe a heavy metal meltdown 
"Dies Irae"? (T/MG) [MA#13511 _ 

BEYOND AND BACK, "Elemental" (address unknown): A four piece 
band that is neatly arranged. They can crash around when they want to but 
they also break out an acoustic guitar here and there. I didn't even realize 
the convincing drum machine wasn't a real drummer until half way 
through the tape. Ki nd of funky, kind of 70s, kind of fun . (T/EH) 

BIG CITY ORCHESTRE, "Aime-morot" (Harsh Reality, PO Box 
241661, Memphis, TN 38124): This is an eight part cassette of aural compo¬ 
sitions, primarily electronic in nature. The tempo is slow, with well crafted 
layers set down as each piece develops. I listened to this with a Walkman 
at a Laundromat and I hope they're not offended if I say that the regular 
mechanical sounds of the surroundings complemented the tape nicely. 
Some vocals are added here and there, a processed droning vocal on one 
piece, and media sound bites regarding the drug war. I liked where this 
took me. (T/KL) _ 

BIG RED BALL, "It's Up To You" b/w "Madamme Gray" (Prospective 
Records, Box 6425, Minneapolis, MN 55406): Shuffling, downscale folk- 
pop, the likes that 10,000 Maniacs should try if they weren't so mired in E-Z 
listening as well as political correctness. Not that this is light^ throwaway 
stuff; this has a very centered, earthy feel to it. Very refr eshing. (45/RJL) 

BIG YOUTH, "Jamming in the House of Dread" (ROIR, 611 Broadway, 
Suite 411, New York, NY 10012): A better title is the subtitle, "Getting Warm 
In Osaka". Big Youth wraps his sweet throat around a mess of mellow hot 
weather tunes, and I would love to know what the Japanese crowd was 
thinking and smoking at "Reggae Japansplash 1990" where this was re¬ 
corded: the give and take is there, but it's all on the polite, jovial side. Big 
Youth is so charming, so smooth, you just have to love him crooning the 
brilliant song "Every Nigger Is a Star" (nothing else comes close to it here). 
A good tape to create a friendly groove at a party. Somehow I think it was 
Marlboro Lights. (T /KF) _____ 
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BINARY RACE, "Fits and Starts" (Emigre, 48 Shattuck Square, #175, 
Berkeley, CA 94704-1140) Tom Ware is the mastermind behind this elec¬ 
tronic extravaganza. Using electronically altered drums, he builds layers 
around energetic rhythms, with samples, synths, horns, fretless bass, and 
a lot of well manipulated studio trickery. The music transitions nicely from 
the ecstatic to the introspective, from funky techno-dub to Peter Gabriel-like 
muscular rhythms into Metheney/ Vasconcelos psychedelic environments. 
The sense of timing and control is superb, creating a musical journey that's 

bound to please. (T/ PMZ) ___ 

BLACKFISH, self-titled (PO Box 71223, Milwaukee, WI 53211): High 
energy Rock and Roll that never stops. This tape was full of the most 
intricate guitar sounds that I have heard in a very long time. These guys are 
very talented and show promise of a brilliant musical career. Actually, the 
only thing I could say that was wrong with this tape, is the fact that there 
were only 4 songs on it. I could have rocked with them all day and night!

THE BLANKS, "It's PunkRock!!" ($3 from 1303 Myrtle St., Hillside, NJ 
07205): Yes it is, and nice, tight, solid punk at that. Seven songs on this tape, 
ranging from the problems of organized religion to the need to get back to 
the happy punk of the past in "Spirit of 77", probably their best song.

The feeling overall is appealing, with decent solo 
space, though an overly linear sense prevails: even when a Frippish guitar 
comes into "Blue Devil," there seems to be an igniting spark missing, part 
of which may be in a mix that downplays theguitar intersections to promote 
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the rhythms. The music simmers but never really takes off the way one 
expects, though its a ttempts sound good.

THE BOGEYMEN, "There's No Such Thing As..." (Delicious Vinyl, 
6607 Sunset Blvd., Los Angeles, CA 90028): Boogie-soaked rock with fabu¬ 
lous honkeytonk piano playing and a straightforward style that doesn't 
pull any punches. Their music has plenty of guitar to it as well as harmonies 
and light themes, pe rfect for dancing or drinking to.

BOMBIN' BEDROCK, self-titled ($5 or trade w/age statement from 
Translucent Tendency Press, 3226 Raspberry, Erie, PA 16508) Ron Androla 
is a poet of sorts whose uncensored readings focus on sex, body functions, 
and politics, preferring pornography and willing to argue in its support. 
His words are set alone or layered and looped over the eclectic music of 
Lenny Bove, whose programs ranges from simple latin rhythms to full 
blown pop, jazzy beats, reggae and even avante horn compositions, all 
cleanly sequenced. The pieces are a unique blend of music and words that 
are often blunted by Androla's need to shock, but has much worth consid¬ 
ering.

BONE CLUB, "Bless This" (Rocket Sound, PO Box 40397, Saint Paul, 
MN 55104-9998) With the plethora of guitar bands out there these days, 
there's good reason I've picked up on Bone Club each time I've heard their 
recorded output, which includes a single and a cut on the "Cowboy Tea 
Show" 10", reviewed previously in these pages. Like this record, each has 
been a dark hard rocking slab with energetic and sinister overtones that 
recall Morrison and Daltrey in vocals and a hard Who sound in the band. 
Which is not to say they're deliberately derivative, but that they demonstr¬ 
ate an understanding of why those bands were so great while digging in

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Vierma-era Ultravox with a nice synth-horn line thrown in; HOWEVER, a 
new-wavey send up of a Joy Division song is enough to make me want to 
hang myself, too.

BOYZII MEN, "Cooleyhigharmony" (Motown, 6255 Sunset Blvd., Los 
Angeles, CA 90028): Cool soul and r&b sounds—Motown is still putting 
out stuff in that same groove, even after all these years. It's not stagnant, 
though, as these dudes range from soulful a capella to some postmodern 
dance-fusion materi al. (T/MG) _ 

BRAINHAMMER, "Jolticulture" ($5.00 from Twice The Caffeine Pro¬ 
ductions, 3575 Sandwich, Apt. 201, Windsor, Ontario N9C1B6 CANADA): 
16songs from agroup of Joltaholics. I sort of expected a tape of teens buzzed 
out on caffeine trying to play so fast that their fingers were cramped and 
arthritic Nope. There's dub, slop-rock. Ventures on crack (or should I say 
Jolt?), and a heap of other really neat-o things. Yeah, it's a little sloppy in 
spots but it just adds to the humor while keeping it all interesting. The 
occasional sax is a nice addition as is the Ribot style ka-chunk ka-chunk 
guitar. You might li ke it. (T/EH) _ 

BRIEF WEEDS, "A Very Generous Portrait" (K, Box 7154, Olympia, 
WA 98501): What would have happened if the Monkees tried to play their 
own instruments? They would have sounded like this 4-song EP. With 
similar vocals, love rock themes and cheesey organ, this could be the great 
lost monkees EP. But this single has a denser sound, is less polished and 
has one non-Monkees exception with "The River Song," an instrumental 
with weird sounds. Camp and creative. (EP/DW1) 

THE BROOD, "You Don't Need Me" b/w "But You're Gone" (Get Hip 
Records, PO Box 666, Canonsburg, PA 15317) An evil female vocalist heads 
this band with throat wrenching, short spurts of sung lyrics that are mildly 
abusive. An eight-count chord progression dominates the hands of the 
guitar player in "You Don't Need Me" and therefore the bass and percus¬ 
sion are apt to follow, and in "But You're Gone" keys are added and the 
vocalist takes on a Ja nice Joplin air. Cool. (45/RS) _ 

BROTHER GREG, self-titled (Soundbox Records, 345 Riverside Dr. 
#6A, New York, NY 10025): Decidedly different music somewhere in the 
new folk arena—-he calls it "Synthofolk". "Tattooed Rose" is a great story 
song, ten minutes long, of sexual misadventure and dangerous liaisons— 
deeply affecting and somewhat scary. The other standout here is "Jessica", 
a modem folk song ghost story. Very enjoyable music from someone 
determined to soun d unique.

PETER BUFFETT, "Lost Frontier" (Narada, 1815 N. Farwell Ave., 
Milwaukee, WI 53202): Buffett's background as a "musical designer" for 
film scores and ads shows in the collection of instrumentals here. They are 
polished and varied, centered on his own keyboard playing but making use 
ofa variety classical instrumentation as well. A gentle New Age release that 
indudes a few mem orable soaring moments. (CD/MG) fMA#13531 

BULLS BLOOD LABORATORY, "2/91" ($1 or trade from Wayne N., 
1615 East Passyunk Ave, Philadelphia, PA 19148) As an introduction to 
BBL, this "ultra-cheap, tacky, low-quality" tape is available for a buck, 
compiling 3 songs from the upcoming "River Green" cassette with 2 songs 
from the already released "2/91" cassette. I previously described "2/91" as 
folk noise; electric and acoustic guitars in a folkish mode, using interjected 
sounds and percussive instruments in abstracted and meandering mourn¬ 
ful songs. I might add that Bob Z is a reference point, particularly in the 
newer material. BBL won't knock you out of your seat, but has a personal 
approach to song w riting that has its moments.

BULL'S BLOOD LABORATORY, "Rivergreen" ($3.00 from Wayne N., 
1615 e Passyunk Ave, Philadelphia, PA 19148) Ethnic folk meets electronic, 
rhythmic, modern, atmospheric noise. Words sung in a treble tenor voice - 
beautiful songs such as "We Will Never Know".

BULLWINKLF; self titled (3275 57th St, St. Pete, 

FL 33710): Good and solid rock with a sort of a grungy 
edge to it. With Gina Vivinetto handling the vocals, 

Bullwinkle ends the first side with "Not a Day", a 
very nice acoustic guitar and vocal piece. Side two is 
devoted entirely to the live and improvised "Seren- 
dipity" which really shows what this group is capa¬ 
ble of. Capturing energy while experimenting is 
where their talent shows through. 

BUTTSTEAK, "Fatty's Got More Blood" ($10 
from Merkin Records, 310 E. Biddle St., Baltimore, 

MD 21202): Twenty six tracks of sonic mad ness. Four 
young men and a spritely woman lash together 
mistuned guitars, found sounds, yowling and just 
plain noise in the course of this CD. It churns and 


roils, avoiding any predictability beyond that of chaos, and switches from 
Sonic Youth dissonance to brief bursts of melody at the drop of a guitar.

DAVID BYRNE, "The Forest" (Warner Bros. Records Inc, 75 Rockefel¬ 
ler Plaza, New York, NY 10019-6908) The bright yellow sticker on the cover 
warns the unsuspecting listener that this is a orchestral album, buyer 
beware. And having been warned, go out and buy this thing. This is a 
beautiful piece, it impressed me with David Byrne's talents even more. This 
is lush and melodic, you have to listen hard for the weirdness. I was 
surprised that the sound was so European, since Byrne has been on world 
beat junkets for a while. The music hits you hard, wistfully and heartfelt. 
Whether it is for that part of the human spirit which has been lost, or for 
that which has taken too long to arrive I can't say. I do know that I didn't 
expect to like this, a nd I'm extremely glad that I was wr ong. (T/KL) 

CAES VADIOS, "Bern Fundo" (Apartado 4625-4011 Porto Codex 
PORTUGAL): Some crazy shit, this 4-song demo. Guitar fuzz-wall sputter¬ 
ing away against a great throbbing mass of rhythm section while some¬ 
where above it all a guttural voice snarls away in Portuguese. That doesn't 
quite cut it, actually, because Caes Vadios (the latest permutation of a local 
"big little band" conceived in 1986) has an intense level of control over the 
electric d irges they prod uce: the backbeat shifts into vamp mode, the vocals 
dip into a Captain Beefheart warble, the guitar lurches into a sustained, 
dissonant solo. There's a harmonica in here somewhere, too. They are in 
control. Do not pani c. (T/KS) _ 

JOHN CALE, "Even Cowgirls Get The Blues" (ROIR, 611 Broadway, 
Suite 411, New York, NY 10012): What can I say what isn't said in ROIR's 
typically literate liner notes?—in this case a bittersweet historical account 
of a heady time by someone who was there —mastermind/engineer Jim 
Flynn Curtain. It's vintage live Cale, recorded at CBGB on December 28, 
1978 and New Year's Eve 1979, "electric" pre-punk nights, with all the 
marks of great, unforgettable rockand roll performance. Cale pours his soul 
into it like I've never heard him before, like his gripping crescendoing 
vocals on "Casey at the Bat". And the utter melding, synchronicity, of 
performers that takes place, especially during the dirgey title cut, featuring 
Judy Nylon's oohwaaaayh vocals: it gives chills. Great, dissonant guitar by 
Ritchie Flieger. Needless to say, a must for Cale fans—unless you were 
there, you probably have not heard what the man could do. (T/KF) 

THOMAS CAMPBELL, "Attack of the Four Track" ($4.75 from T. 
Campbell, 172 W. 109th St., New York, NY 10025): Spontaneous, lo-tech 
sound pieces that churn like a New Age Throbbing Gristle. The varied 
instrumentation and filtered electronics make this tape one of the definitive 
homages to the imagination's coital relationship with consumer technol¬ 
ogy. Better than wh at most bozos do in a lifetime. (T/RJ L) 

DOUG CAMERON, "Journey to You" (Narada, 1845 N. Farwell Ave., 
Milwaukee, WI 53202): Adult contemporary jazz spotlighting Cameron's 
virtuosity on the violin. Plenty of backing musicians show up to give the 
whole a lush feel, and it's good music for a quiet rainy Sunday morning...in 
fact it seems to have made the clouds go away. (CD/MG )fMA#13541 

CANDY FLIP, "Madstock" (Atlantic Records, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, 
New York, NY 10019): Soft-groove dance music reeking of love and ecstasy 
damage. Cutesier than New Order, this disc is so syrupy you'd have to be 
a complete pansy not to like it. That or think that Wax Trax is God's gift to 
booty tunes. (CD/RJL)_ 

CANDY FLIP, "Red Hill Road" remixes (Atlantic Records, 75 Rockefel¬ 
ler Plaza, New York, NY 10019): Smoothy House-Muzak that has a jazzy 
side to it. Beats galore, this is tailored more to DJs than to consumer-types. 
The Justin Strauss mix sounds like early 80s futurist disco. Nice pre-pubes- 
cent little boy whisper-singing, though.

THE CANDY SKINS, "Space I'm In" (Geffen, 
9130 Sunset Blvd., Los Angeles, CA 90069): Wah-wah 
pedals seem to be making a strong comeback lately, 
and this English quintet is certainly no stranger to 
their use. Reminiscent of the Monkees on one song 
and Peter, Paul & Mary on acid on the next, thegroup 
takes a cynical attitude towards the usual drugs-and- 
peace lyrics associated with the genre.

DORI CAYMMI, "Brasilian Serenata" (Qwest 
Records, 3300 Warner Blvd., Burbank, CA 91505- 
4694): Nylon string guitar backed up by your stan¬ 
dard rhythm section and accompanied by vocals and 
great percussion. Dori is a very good guitarist but 
isn't putting his talents to their potential as this one 
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will no doubt be filed in the easy listening/ethnic bins. If it only had just a 
little moreumph. Many of the pieces concern themselves with environmen¬ 
tal and political issues as in "Amazon River" which is dedicated to the 
preservation of the Amazon region.

DIAMOND HAZE, "Live Six" (PO Box 2125, Pittsburgh, PA 15230- 
2125): Alright all you headbangers! Grab your girl, your brew, hop on your 
motorcycle and head down to the local bar where you are guaranteed to 
bang your head all night long! Although it sounded a little out of sync to 
me, it really was quite interesting. These guys are wild and rowdy, and 
keep in trad ition with heavy metal; very loud to the point where the voices 
were somewhat drowned out by the instruments. If you are into the style 
of heavy metal, then I think you will like the attempt this band has made 
with Live Six, and I t hink you will hear more of them in t he future. (T/AM) 

THE DICKIES, "Locked 'n' Loaded 1990" (Taang! Records, PO Box 51, 
Auburndale, MA 02166): The Dickies are still recycling the same material 
as ever, but what the heck, it's enjoyable material. This is a somewhat 
sloppy live album with a bunch of the old faves, all in their slam bang thrash 
punk smarmy style. Songs here include "Paranoid", "Communication 
Breakdown", "If Stuart Could Talk" and of course the Banana Splits theme. 
Great music for a dy ing culture. (T/MG) _ 

DIE ART, "Dry" (Harmut Records, Amkirschberg 13, Leipzig 7066, 
Germany) A four piece pop-rock band with quick, even beat, and guitars 
capable of fast, light progressive riffs and long droning chords. Vocals are 
both German and English, sung by a lead tenor whilst backups are mostly 
spoken by a masculine bass voice. Many repeated choruses that grow in 
intensity to keep the songs interesting and alive. (T/RS) 

DIE SKEPTIKER, "Harte Zeiten" (Amiga) Although I speak VERY 
little german, I was compelled to review this piece due to song titles such 
as Dada in Berlin", "JaJaJa", and "1933". Die Skeptiker forms a Five piece 
band with two guitars playing sound similar to the Sex Pistol's "Anarchy 
In The UK" with it's fast pace, only the male singer sounds more like Hazel 
O'Connor (face it- s he sounds more like a man anyway) . (LP/RS) 

DOLL SQUAD, "Here: Kiss Me I'm Poisonous" and "In Your Pants" 
b/w "There: Advice" (Worry Bird Disk, PO Box 95485, Atlanta, GA 30347) 
Five members in this all girl band out of Georgia that play rock and roll that 
pretty much all sounds the same with the regular pop beats that all of the 
instrumentation falls into, acting as a backdrop for the vocalist that is mixed 
higher than anything else—because the lyrics are really important stuff 
about guys and ima ge. (45/RS) _ 

DOLOMITE, "Venus" (Fiasco Records, PO Box 34416, Los Angeles, CA 
90034): Three songs varied in approach, but all have a somewhat stunted 
feel to them. The riffs that are there are solid and intriguing, kind of like the 
sound the Butthole Surfers would make if they went to Chicago and got 
mugged; maybe it's a new breed of minimalism I'm not quite hep to.

DOUGZIG, "Spun tape-of-the-month #1" (Doug Chapel Comics, 2 
Shirley St. #3, Worcester, MA 01610-1206): Try taking a favorite song or 
even a group of songs and give them to Doug Chapel. Stand back and let 
him perform his magic on them and you will be truly amazed at the results. 
For an example, he took White Wedding by Billy Idol, changed the name 
to White Funeral, added a touch of this and that with his famous styles of 


noises, sound affects, his own voice. The outcome was absolutely awesome! 
Never have I had the pleasure to experience such talents. It was all tastefully 
done and Doug has such a deep, yet warm, voice. He has shown that he 
has a ton of ideas and is never afraid to experiment with them. I would like 
to see what he could do with a truly romantic song! I want to rush out and 
buy more of whatever he gets ahold of, because I know it will be well worth 
it.

DROOGIES, "Heaven" (Shredder Records, 181 Shipley St., San Fran¬ 
cisco, CA 94107): Strong, thick, hard driven music powered by a jangly, 
feedback guitar sound and heavy precise rhythms. A spark of playfulness 
keeps it lively. It's hard to believe that this band is German—they sing in 
English and sound like so many strong US bands (Live Skulls, The

GEOFF DUGAN, "The Aluminum Hallway" (329 E. 12th St #7, New 
York, NY 10003): Upon hearing this tape, I found myself in a movie theatre 
during a Science Fiction or Suspense movie. I was sitting there waiting the 
time when something or someone was going to jump right out of the screen 
at me and scare the daylights out of me. It was unique to imagine yourself 
somewhere where you were a part of the peak of the action. This track had 
me mesmorized by the sounds and sound affects. The voices were deep and 
rich and the instrumentation allows the mind to wander to never before 
thought of places in ones own imaginatings. Upon hearing this, you might 
feel something totally different from what I felt.

She's into funk and blues 
and a little bit of jazz: She also exercises her voice here, and she can sing as 
well. Not in any of the currently popular ruts, but an enjoyable way to get 
rid of some of the m orning haze. (CD/MG) _ 

DUST THAT COLLECTS A, "The Fear of Listening Dangerously" (75 
Kirknewton Rd., Toronto, Ontario, Canada, M6E 3X9) More repetitive, 
looping soundscapes from the cassete with the fractal image on the cover. 
Interesting to hear and to see as the sound and sight emerge ones brain into 
and atmosphere of uncontrollable thought. Strangely spacey atmosphere. 

DZ, "From Static to Ecstatic" ($4 from The International Entropy Annex, 
2413 Maryland Avenue, Baltimore, MD., 21218): I have never heard of DZ 
nor The International Entropy Annex, but I can tell you that this album was 
very enjoyable. The music is very mellow and relaxing, with alot of excel¬ 
lent drumming and what might be synthesizers or keyboards. There are 
voices occassionally, but they were hard to pick up sometimes so I couldn't 
get all the words. All in all, I am glad to share this new experience to both 
DZ and the I.E.A. (T /AM) _ 

DZ, "The International Entropy Annex" (2413 Maryland Ave, Balti¬ 
more, MD 21218) Improvised noise work performed by a "small group of 
amature collage students". Accoustic, percussion and electronic instru¬ 
ments are used throughout, creating interesting sound as well as grating 
noise for those into noise terrorism. (T/RS) _ 

ED GEIN'S CAR, "Naked Man" b/w "Consider Being True" (Vital 
Music Records, 81 Second Ave., New York City, NY 10003): Rock and roll 
45s played at 78 through a pair of loud, distorted speakers. Dumb lyrics, 
silly music. Bubble gum pink vinyl makes you want to teethe on it. These 


are not criticisms, th ey are observations. (45/KS) _ 

THE EELS, "Eels Pluribus Unum" (Lavakoo Records, 25 Gardner St., 
Boston, MA 02134): Slick, cartoony psychedelic art and radioactive glow- 
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in-the-dark sticker are the welcome mat for this blitz of thrash which loses 
most of its drug-influenced ambience shifting gears to gain maximum 
velocity. Acceleratio n, not cerebration. Four songs. (7" / KS) 

EJACULATE/ABSCESS, demo tape (Richard Willemse, Mozartlaan 
117. 2394 GC, Hazerswoude r/d, NETHERLANDS): A demo from a pair 
of interlocking grind metal bands. Their material is slow and heavy and 
loaded with guitar sludge and overdone vocals. They seem to have taken 
the genre more or less to the point of parody, and the ponderousness here 

overbalances their ta lent. (T/MG) _ 

ELECTRONIC, self-titled (Warner Brothers, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, 20th 
FI., New York, NY 10019): Supergroup. The term usually connotes a tired 
rehashing of older talent tring to revitalize itself and recapture the market.

ERICS MOTHER, self-titled (Walking Lesbian Productions, 620 South 
3rd Street, Columbus, OH 43206-1026): Four songs. Sloppy, cheap rock with 
lots of distortion. The most un-generic cut is the first, a rant with a good, 
non-sappy hook which is hard to ignore, but the remainder is pretty blah. 
These boys are also guilty of gratuitous digital delay abuse, which is an 
annoying bush-league offense sometimes passed off as intentional.

EXCITING LOVE, "How To Love the Rotting Cadaver No. 9" (Dream 
State Press, PO Box 10, Woodhaven Station, NY, NY 11421) An absurd and 
rude stream of condousness reading of six versions of "Groucho's Car" 
with the silliest of tape speed treatments, sounding like a 3 Stooges Curly 
impersonation done by the Chipmunks. If you're not easily offended, the 
repeated references to cum, piss, squid, cockroaches, and Groucho will 
probably raise a chuckle, though it'll also eventually wear you down. There 
is relief in a spastic guitar interlude titled, suprise, "Groucho's Car," with 
the final 'Groucho' taking place at the slowest of speeds. 'Intuitive

EXULTATE CHAMBER SINGERS, "A Choral Flourish" ($25 from 
Novater Artists Inc., 276 Carlaw Ave. #211, Toronto, ONT, M4M 3L1, 
CANADA): A celebration of the tenth anniversary of this award-winning 
Canadian chamber choir. They do a vast range of pieces, from Debussy to 
Hungarian composer Zoltan Kodal/s "Evening", Ralph Vaughan Wil¬ 
liams and Charles Vi lliers Stanford. Nice stuff. (CD/MG )[MA#1360] 
FACTOR X, "One of the Unknown Factors at Play" (PO Box 152* Exeter, 
Devon, England EX41QH) factor X defines their reference point to be the 
aspect of random causation or unknown quantity, and the sounds they 
work with incorporate random aspects while using repetition in non-rigid 
ways. This tape manifests itself in three apparent pieces: the first is a restless 


sleep backed by a clock ticking with noise mutations and trash rattling, 
ending with a long alarm. This is followed by a more ambient work, 
preparing the listener for the long squerbly cartoon sounds of the second 
side, sort of Mickey Mouse on speed, unrelenting to the point of irritation.

THEFATLADYSINGS, "Twist" (Atlantic Records, 75 Broadway, New

A band that 
maintains an unpretentious image of Pettibon artwork (also playing one of 
his tunes), blank lyric layout, and covers Daniel Johnston. At first listen this 
album sounds heavier than the previous three, and there is a lot of tense 
energy shooting about.

FISHBONE, "The Reality of My Surroundings" (Columbia Records, 
666 Fifth Ave, PO Box 4455, New York, NY 10101-4455): This is an album , 
in the great Rock and Roll scheme of things, and a summer album at that.

On this (mostly) solo foray he fools around 
with his toys a little too much, but my general reaction is positive, and two

FLOWING STREAM TRIO, "Forest on the Mountain Within" (Tran¬ 
quil Technology Music, P.O. Box 20463. Oakland, CA. 94620): Michael 
Mantra, Marco Upp, and John Now is Flowing Stream Trion. Michael is 
wordly known in the New Age circle and features in this album, the Tibetan 
Singing Bowls. Marco and John are on sythesizers. They created this music 
for relaxation, meditation, and massage. I found it to be quite uplifting 
spiritually, as well. There are warnings on the cover and I suggest you take 
heed to them, as they are very vital. The warnings suggest two things, one 
that you never use this tape when operating a vehicle or heavy machinery, 
and two is that you use headphones to maximize the full effect of the music.

Love Bob" to Wildman Fisher, Robocop, preachers, ads, pop music, and 
other indescribable sounds and sources. Silly, awe inspiring, and insane.

THE FRAMPTON BROTHERS, "I Am Curious (George)" (Bogus 
Records, 1409 E. Carson St., Pittsburgh, PA 15203): Happy rocking music 
from a band that promises a lot and then delivered. 18 songs in all demon¬ 
strating both a friendly musical style and great songwriting. "Dwarf Bowl¬ 
ing" , "Rebel Without Applause", and my favorite "Big Stoopid World" are 
a few of the lovely things here.

Italy) Using analog synths, samples, and drum ma¬ 
chines, Siegmar Fricke creates repeating structures that 
have a rubbery new wave feel to them, and then layers 
them with voice sounds and noises of unknown origin, 
processing them sparingly but for effect. The composi¬ 
tions are upbeat and rich with pop beats and much more 
sophisticated than t he title implies. (T/PMZ) _ 

FUNERAL CHILD, "Practice The Dead" ($4.00 from 
Charles Cicirella. Iron Press / Vertica 1 SIit Prod., 617 East 
Third Ave. #206, Columbus, OH 43201): This is Funeral 
Child's first rehearsal recorded on an 8-track. Somehow 
this sounds a little better than what you might expect 
from a first practice. There's some definite improvgoing 
on here as in the cacophony of "Dead Fucking Horse" 
and the free form "Last Supper Jam" but most of their 
songs have the potential to become something more 
with work. Noisy, bl uesy, loud. (T/EH) _ 

TOM FURGAS, "Symphony No. 1" ($5 from Tom 
Furgas, 1840 Paisley Rd, Apt. 3, Youngstown, OH44511) 

A long symphonic work that spans both sides of this 
cassette, Furgas replaces the orchestra with synthetic 
instruments in a one for one replacement. His work is of 
20th century form, using serial approaches amid ram¬ 
bling discussions between the various sections, devel¬ 
oping quick dramas that disassemble into meandering 
instrumental interplay. As with many synthadaptations 
of orchestral voicing, some of the tones pale, most obvi¬ 
ously percussions and reeds.

Spilsby, Lines, PE23 5BD, UK): Melodic droning 
vocals over a fast-paced punkish background somehow combine to make 
a cheery noise here. The band does not always seem too serious, more 
interested in pumping some blood than actually saying anything deep, and 
their lyrics tend to b e a bit silly and shallow. Playful stu ff. (LP/MG) 

MICHAEL GREGORY, "The Way WeUsed to Do" (Box 618, Princeton, 
N.J., 08542): Michael Gregory is a well-known artist, and he is even a 
teacher. He's performed and/or recorded with artists such as Steve Win- 
wood and Omar Hakim, and numerous others. This album shows a man 
who has wondrous feelings of love.

Most of the Peel Sessions stuff I've 
heard is excellent and they continue their tradition with Loop. Straight 
ahead rock played with lots of passion, a steady rhythm section and cool 
wah-wah guitar solos make this excellent driving music.

LOOSE, "Come Through Gently" b/w "Stolen Fire" ($3 from Complex 
Records, 131 N. 6th Ave., Highland Park, NJ 08904): Guys under the 
influence of Husker Doo, but with a few tricks of their own, especially the 
guitar work on "Stolen Fire." Unfortunately what detracts from all this is 
the rather trite quali ty of the lyrics. Maybe next time. (4 5/RJL) 

LOPPYBOGYMI, "Scenic Overlook" ($5.00 plus $1.00 p&h from Lop 
Off! Productions, 561 Crofton Rd., Mobile, AL 36608): Hard driving rhyth¬ 
mic vocals set to slap bass, tricky drumming and excessive guitar make the 
whole thing go chugga-chugga-chugga-BLAM! This sounds like a good 
band to see in a club but it doesn't come across well on tape as doesn't the 
low-fi recording. Ni ce color cover painting. (T/EH) 

LOUDHOUSE, "Faith Farm" b/w "Shy Animals" (Caroline Records, 
114 W. 26th St, NY, NY 10001) Loud is definitely the key to the wah grungey 
sound these guys create. Somewhere in their history Zeppelin influenced 
their sound, but a good dose of the Seattle scene and even the Chili Peppers 
comes through in strong solos and narrative snippets. "Faith Farm" draws 
a string of dangerous images about the vicious life of violence where there's 
'death to the fool who sits on the hill.' This approach is carried with a sense 
of desparation into "Shy Animals," where one goes underwater to catch 
their breath. Solidly loud. (45/PMZ) _ 

LOVE CHILD, "Okay?" (Homestead Records, PO Box 570, Rockville 
Centre, NY 11571-0570): Stripped down yahoo rock, not as far out as their 
"Moondog" 7" but still a good first longplayer. Sure they get a little goofy, 
okay, downright dopey, but it's forgivable in light of the fact that a song 
like "Chris Told Mis sy" is so touching. (LP/RJL) _ 

LOW MAX, "Spitzube: (Skyclad Records, 6 Valley Brook Drive, Mid¬ 
dlesex, NJ 08846): My initial impression was one of Dylan—in his more 
folkier incarnation. The songs are very roots American with their guitar 
twang and their atmosphere. But the vocals remind me more of a younger 
Mark Knopfler, and the music as a whole is more raw, more earthy than 
Dylan can be. (LP/CS)_ 

LOST, "Stumble" (777 Nagle Rd., Erie, PA 16511): Mad blasts of guitar, 
blithering lyrics, dark sounds, heavy rhythms, and powerful industrial 
noises make Lost a band to be reckoned with. This disk features only 8 
songs, but their intensity is enough that that's about all one can stand. Chaos 
on wax, and well do ne at that. (LP/MG) _ 

LUAKA BOP, "Dancing With the Enemy" (75 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York, N.Y. 10019-6908): Cuban dance music at it's very best, way back to 
the 60's and 70's. Hear and experience the sounds of sixteen of the best love 
songs of that time. Try to do the Mamo, the Rumba, or even the Cha-Cha, 
because whether you know it or not your body wants to move to this music. 
Cubans believe that music is not a distraction, but rather an esthetic version 
of all life.

TIM MADDOG, "Goddammit!" ($4.50 from Tim Maddog, PO Box

MAGANDA, "Beautiful" (ATT Enterprises, P.O.Box 615, Oroville,C A., 
95965): Billiam Wichman, known as Tajalli Talisman "The Luminous One", 
has created the ultimate beauty in music. In this, his latest album, he has 
combined New Age with World to form a style known and New World 
music. In this wonderful collection of songs you will not only hear but feel 
the love and romance as it is intended. Featured are such instruments as 
the Tibetan and Indian Bells, various drums and other fine instruments, 
including the flute. Be prepared to travel a mysterious journey towards a 
global cultural experience. Relax and let yourself be taken away from this 
world to a place over the rainbow where only love and beauty are allowed.

(POBox41,Waukau,WI 54982): A thoroughly 
anonymous melange of sounds that are sped up, slowed down, and then 
warbled without apparent reason or concern for ANYTHING. Needless to 
say that it is absolutely great.

DON MALONE, "Violet LAMP" (PO Box 32, Sharon, WI53585): LAMP 
stands for Live Algorithmic Music Performance, and whilst I'm not sure of 
all the particulars (he includes basic diagrams a la Eno), this is very 
interesting, strangely warm computer generated/human controlled sys- 
tems-type music. A one of a kind tape, but you can get your own just by 
writing.

THE MANDRAKES, "Put Them Up as Lights" b/w "I Go With You" 
(Susstones, PO Box 6425, Minneapolis, MN 55406): Way cool pop, the kind 
that makes your head bob up and down. "Put..." is of a folksier ilk, with 
e-bow-ed guitar nicely complementing the acoustic strumming. "I Go..." 
has an infectious stop-start beat, and both sides have good vocals. You may 
be able to name a truck-full of groups that sound like this, but I doubt that 
you can find on of t hem that is this good.

ANDY MANN, "Musical Wallpaper" (??): You may want to seek this 
one out if the brand of musical wallpaper you prefer is tried and true (stale 
and flaky), full of familiar filler (a beer commercial score, "...less filling") 
"string" swells and drum machine dramatics, in the name of rock and roll. 
"Please, have another clich, they're delicious." Yet another one-man-with- 
a- synthesizer-band that proves you are what you eat.

ZIGGY MARLEY AND THE MELODY MAKERS, "Jahmekya" (Vir¬ 
gin Records America, Inc. 9247 Alden Drive, Beverly Hills, CA.,90210): 
David "Ziggy" Marley and the Melody Makers, with the help of their Pop, 
Bob Marley, have been changing and shaping a unique style incorporating 
rap, pop, r and b, gospel and raggae. This latest album for them is sixteen 
songs long. You hear traditional Raggae and their own styles throughout 
the album and the lively music will make you lighter than air. It is full of 



positive messages that anyone can identify with. They will tell you that they 
do not think that they have been very successful and believe in being 
humble, but I can tell you that from what I have hear, they are fast becoming

MAUVE SIDESHOW, self-titled ($10 from Refraction Sound, 165 Bos¬ 
ton #4, Seattle, W A 98109): Electronic sound collage and processed strongs 
with oddball vocals over the top.

PAUL McCARTNEY, "Unplugged: The Official Bootleg" (Capital Re¬ 
cords, Hollywood and Vine Sts., Hollywood, CA): MTV finally got the 
bright idea of taping their MTV Unplugged live shows, giving us some 
classic rock figures with their hair and image let down. This is an informal 
and fun affair with McCartney and pals singing whatever the hell they feel 
like, from "Be-Bop-A-Lula" to "Blue Moon of Kentucky" to "Blackbird," all 
the while making small talk, sharing anecdotes, and even humanly forget¬ 
ting the lyrics to "We Can Work It Out," while he is very clearly having a 
good time. I was never a big McCartney fan before, and I can't believe I'm 
saying this, but than ks to MTV, I am one now. (CD/CG J) 

MICHAEL McDERMOTT, "620 W. Surf" (Giant Records, 345 N. Maple 
#205, Beverly Hills, CA 90210): Good old American rock and roll, concen¬ 
trating on easy guitar lines and hard-edged songwriting. A lot of his songs 
are sort of wistful, but he also dares to sing about mass murder, while other 
pieces encourage people to hold out help for the future no matter how dim 

it looks. (T/MG) ___ 

WHITMAN McGOWAN, "Sounds Suspiciously Like..." ($10.00 from 
Viridiana Records, PO Box 471493, San Francisco, CA 94147-1493): This one 
is fun. How much fun is it you ask? From the acapella "Bobs": "Antarctic 
accordion Bobs, weird sister Bobs, any fuckin' Bob«, whole lotta cardboard 
boxes Bobs". On "Money Loves Me": "Money loves me, (sax line) money 
calls me up late at night, (sax line) just to hear the sound of my voice". A 
lot of different stuff here and as an added bonus there's even a really wacko 
crunchy version of " I Put A Spell On You". (T/EH) 

MCH BAND, "198FourWell?" (Old Europa Cafe, c/o Rodolfo Protti, 
Viale Marconi 38,33170 Pordenone, ITALY): Industrial sounds mixed with 
dialogue, guitar, drums and the occasional surprise vocals of Grover from 
Sesame Street after gargling with Top Job. MCH uses some really bizarre 
sound sources that somehow manage to fit together quite well. A torque 
wrench, a car engine constantly turning over, bells, scraping strings, 
grand ma's out of tune piano shoved through some distortion, analog synth 
noise and a saxophone with an attitude. All performed live in the mid 80's, 
this sounds like it w as an adventurous and excellent sho w. 

MEAT PUPPETS, "Forbidden Places" (London Records, 825 8th Ave., 
New York, NY 10019): Now on a major label (London being a Polygram 
label), the Meat Puppets are still turning out fresh original rock with a fast 
pace and a country twang. "Sam" is a hot song, with some amazing guitar 

work to recommend it. Good stuff. (CD/MG) _ 

MEAT SHITS, "Pornoholic" ($3 + age statement from Dave, PO Box 
2143, Stow, OH 44224) They call themselves noisecore, but I'd change the 
term to gruntcore, which better describes this mess. These are live record¬ 
ings, presenting short grinding episodes with maximum guitar distortion 
like so many springs banging, muddy bass expulsions, drum thumping, 
and gorilla-like vocals screaming and groaning into the mic. If there are 
really 90 tunes to the side as listed, then they're certainly the most monot¬ 
onous imaginable.

THE MIGHTY LEMON DROPS, "Sound" (Sire Records, 75 Rockefel¬ 
ler Plaza, New York, NY 10019-6908): They've dropped most of the Bunny- 
men-isms in exchange for twinky 60s Psychedelia, which isn't that differ¬ 
ent. This is basically the chirpy British school of songwriting (Rickenbacker- 
era) and as an added bonus, some of the most cheesy sound effects and 
instrumental treatments this side of the first Tomorrow lp. Dubious.

MINOY, "Squeezing the Tongue of the Iguana Just to Hang On"(Minoy 
Cassetteworks, 923 W. 232 St., Torrance, CA., 90502 ): Well, this title 
certainly doesn't look appealing and when I got around to really listening 
to it,I truly feltsorry for the little critter.

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was being cruel to the poor iguana, you could almost hear the agony that 
poor thing was going through.

Still prevalent are the trademark queasiness 
and the wheezing drones, both of which are still very okay by me. This is 
the music that should be piped through the soundsystems of shopping

MOMMA STUD, "Cockadoodledo" (Virgin Records, 9247 Alden Dr., 
Beverly Hills, CA 90210): This band bills itself as "feel-good-music' 1 ' and 
denies any specific influences, but left the FF crew trying to guess which 
70's dinosaur we were reminded of; Blackfoot and Slade and Steppenwolf 
were all nominated, but ultimately we settled on Kansas on Valium. It's not 
so much that there music is bad as that it's interminable and unexciting; a 
release with no pun ch behind it. (T/MG) _ 

MONSTER ZERO, "My Kingdom", "Dream" b/w "Visions of You" 
(Rocket Sound Record Company, Box 40397, St. Paul, MN 55104): You 
know the world is going to hell when so many white guys are trying so 
hard to be rock stars in 1991 by copping stuff that was hip ten years ago. 
You can tell they never traded in their fucking Replacements albums for, 
say, an Ornette Coleman LP, just got 'em all over again on CD. Shit, you 
figger it out.

MORBID ANGEL, "Blessed are the Meek" (Combat Records, 187-07 
Henderson Ave., Hollis, NY 11423): This one starts out with a sheer blast 
of noise static before settling down into a thundering metal groove. They're 
one band that doesn't mind openly admitting Satanic influences, and their 
take-no-prisoners style bodes ill for any critic who tries to stop them.

MOVING TARGETS, "Fall" (Taang! Records, PO Box 51, Auburndale, 
MA 02166) Though the opening "Taang! Intro" is an almost metalloid jam, 
this band most closely resembles Husker Du in its churning progressions 
and an incredibly Bob Mould-like vocals. The tunes are rough and tumble 
takes that cross dense grinding with yearning and demanding grainy 
vocals, as the music shifts from heavy chords to the anthemic instrumental, 
briefly invoking punk beats, and even sliding into Sonic Youth experimen¬ 
tation at one point. But mostly it's thick guitar rock with a rational deliber¬ 
ateness that pulls th e listener along.

The flip 
side contains that novelty item extraordinaire, the Spider-Man theme song, 
with all the lyrics intact—attention to detail which amused me no end.

MUDHONEY, "Every Good Boy Deserves Fudge" (Subpop Records, 
1932 1st Ave, Suite 1103, Seattle, WA 98101) The loudest of the Seattle 
grunge/ 70's/ punk bands is Mudhoney, and among rumors of their 
demise, this ripping release shows that they're not done yet. Their sound 
is different this time, the guitars turned slightly down (Steve Turner listed 
as lead bass (?)), Mark Arm's wrenching voice more manipulated, harmon¬ 
ica on one tune, and the first and final tunes opening with organ (!?). Still, 
the burn of Stooges riffs and hyper blues guitar comes through in a tune 
like "Let It Slide" with all the nastiness and dark intent that one expects 
from this excellent, hard rocking band. (T/PMZ) _ 

MUD PIE, "These Days" ($4 from PO Box 428, Devault, PA 19432): An 
enjoyable tape of mostly pop, strongly guitar-based, and making good use 
of the potential of a four-track recorder. Along the way they play around, 
bringing in bells on this track and folkie touches on that, staying generally 
in touch with the pop heartland. Pleasant work, worth repeated listens.

PAUL MURPHY, "Outward Bound" ($4 from Omnisonic, PO Box 786, 
Millbrae, CA 94030): Manic madcap jazz anchored by Murphy;s own 
frenetic drumming. Glenn Spearman and John Hins add more sax and 
percussion, and Peter Hinds contributes to the percussion mix as well. The 
result is more drums and banging than you can shake a stick at, an assualt 
laced with eerie wails of the sax, too many notes for just one tape.

NASAL SEX, "Snot" ($2.50 from Passive Lobotomy Press, PO Box 702*

NEMESIS, "Munchies for your Bass" (Profile, 740 Broadway, New 
York, NY 10003): Hip-hop music that goes from sampled Deep Purple to 
the newest music of the street. They are into a heavily funky sound, with 
lots going on and indeed a proclivity for cranking the bass way up. Music 
from the streets to t he clubs, and sounding good. (LP/M G) 

NEW KILLERS ON THE BLOCK, "Your Prescription is Ready" ($3 
from Pastor Irrelevant, 7201 25th Ave., Adelphi, MD 20783): When I first 
put this tape into my deck, I thought my deck was flaky. So I ran around 
the house inserting it into every deck I could find, only to find that this was 
the way it was supposed to sound like. Once that was decided, I settled 
down and listened to it twice. To explain what I heard to someone would 
be near to impossible. There were sounds and noises that no one could 
adequately put into words. I was amused and even a bit confused by what 
I had heard, if that makes any sense. All I can say is that I would certainly 
listen to it again.

TROY NEWMAN, "Gypsy Moon" (Atlantic, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York, NY 10019): This young artist sounded so much like Richard Marx, 
that I grabbed the tape case to be sure I had the right tape in the deck. He 
has a very soft, whisper-like voice that could melt the coldest of hearts. Troy 
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gives the impression that he has known the beauty of true love, and the 
feelings of one who loves completely. You actually feel that he is in the room 
with you, singing directly to you. This is a rare style indeed; and one that I 
could listen to forever. The music has an excellent Rock and Roll beat that 
you could dance or work by. Aside from the normal instruments one would 
play, there is also a mandolin, electric violin and bells added for a lovely

NIMROD, "Grandson of Ham" (Bron Records, 2-10-7-506 Shimoshinjo, 
Higashiyodogawa, Osaka, 533 Japan) Based in Japan, this is actually a trio 
of Americans practicing their abberant rock abroad. Over the solid dis¬ 
torted bass lines and enthusiastically indisidious drumming, you won't 
miss the absence of guitar for its replacement in tapes, toys, feedback, sax 
squawks, and especially the sinister vocal grousings of Zev Asher. With a 
black sense of humor heard in tape cuts between tunes, their sound is 
similar to Butthole Surfers, ST37, Cop Shoot Cop, or very early Sonic Youth. 
That Yoshimi from Boredoms guests, or that they toured with Merzbow, 
may hint at the controlled chaos scrambling these tunes. As a pursuer of

RIC OCASEK, "Fireball Zone" (Reprise, 3300 Warner Blvd., Burbank, 
CA 91510): As a solo artist, Ric features the same produced-to-the-nines, 
sophisticated sound he did as part of the Cars, definitely an ear candy 
experience. He still shines in the area of intricate lyrics that send your head 
spinning, although nothing on this album is quite as hypnotic as some 
earlier work. Pop for times when you want to be entertained without 
worrying about whe ther the next note will sour. (T/MG ) 

SONNY OKOSUNS, "African Soldiers" (Profile Records, 740 Broad¬ 
way, New York, NY 10003): African musical jambalaya—a little of every¬ 
thing thrown in, from native ethnic forms to funk and calypso. Okosuns 
has been doing this for decades, and his style has polish and vitality, 
carrying the listener along on an audio torrent. "African Soldiers is also a 
purely great song, w ith topnotch lyrics and social conscio usness. (CD/MG) 
R S. OLESKI, "Creatures From The Well" ($5 from Suite 190, 7209-E 
East WT Harris Blvd., Charlotte, NC 28227): A collection of DIY rock and 
pop instrumentals with a strong synthetic presence. A lot of it tends to fade 
out after a while; Oleski is more a serviceable player than a flashy one, and 
his explorations are slow enough that some listeners will be bored.

Broadway, Suite 411, New York, NY 10012): The great, hypnotic groove of 
the combo melds with the dub poet's searing words and inspiring perfor¬ 
mance. This exceptional collection of mostly previously unreleased music 
was recorded from 1979-1983 at Bob Marley's Tuff Gong studio... "Wow". 
Onuora is a master communicator, a passionate poet, inspired by a ten year 
stint in a Jamaican prison for robbing a post office to pay for a literacy 
program, among other things. Articulate liner notes in the form of an essay 
are (by Elena Ouma no), courtesy ROIR.

PALE SAINTS, "Flesh Balloon" (4AD, 594 Broadway #612, New York, 
NY 10012): Satisfying guitar-and-atmosphere pop, combining the sound 
you expect from the label with a more straight ahead sensibility. Restraint 
is the key word here, and is best typified on the cover of Nancy Sinatra s 

"Kinky Love". Pleas ing for sure. (EP/RJL) _ 

PANIC, "Epidemic: (Metal Blade, 18653 Ventura Blvd. #611, Tarzana, 

C A 91356): Panic is a heavy metal band a cut above, or at least sideways, 
from the rest. What sets them apart is that they've successfully taken the 
lead guitar licks from speed metal and the thud and blunder bass of death 
metal and melded them into one sound, sometimes in the very same song.

PHANTASMORGASM, "Cracked" ($7 from PO Box 12244, Denver, 
CO 80212): Punchy power-punk, lots of guitar interplay, reminiscent a bit 
of bands like All.

POOCH, "Any Way the Wind Blows" b/w "One Sunny Day" (Flipside 
Records, PO Box 363, Whittier, CA 90608) Pat DiPuccio, one of the Flipside 
founders, has a long history of creating music solo and in various groups, 
including Blow Up.

"That Was It" is a melodically bouncing pop 
instrumental that breaks to an almost Barret-era Floyd piece at it's stretchy

THE PROJECTIONIST, "The Unnatural Death of Ambient Industrial¬ 
ism" (11272 Santa Monica Blvd, West LA, CA 90025) This is certainly one 
of the sloppiest congolomerate tape packages I've reviewed: a penny in 
melted goo fused to a ziploc bag with a clove cigarette. The music is also a 
conglomeration, though not as messy, using synths and samples to make 
hypnotically repeating sound cycles that drill into the head, only to be 
rejected by abrasive squeals and chatters. The tape also dabbles in lifting 
and manipulating other's music, classical and rock; these short excursions 
add to the surreal mesmerizing aspects of this psychedelic journey. 


PSYCHOREGINA, Dead Girls" (Chris Key, 2653 Crystal Court, 
Lawrenceville, GA 30244): As I hit the play button on my tape deck I had 
anticipated the speakers to rumble, the vocalist to scream about death and 
for the oxide to come pouring out of the cassette door leaving a giant 
puddle. Instead I got a solid, buzz-guitar punk group with a vocalist who 
held it all together. Good use of controlled feedback and lyrics like "I feel 
like Jesus Christ on acid, I feel like James Dean on a Thursday". Not what 
I had expected, but hey, what would YOU expect from the title? (T/EH) 

RAINDOGS, "BorderDrive-In Theatre" (Atco Records, 75Rockefeller 
Plaza, New York, NY 10019): The songs on this release, the Ra indogs second 
album, maintain a very consistent sound in each piece. The acoustic guitar 
and violin make nice additions to the rest of your basic rock set-up as do 
the spoken parts from Iggy Pop and Harry Dean Stanton. Slick yet enjoy¬ 
able in small doses. (T/EH) ____ 

RANDOM ART TRANSFER, "Random Tape" ($5.00 cash / trade from 
504 W. 24th #48, Austin, TX 78705): This tape opens with the quote "This 
could be anything...this could be anybody". It starts with random poetry 
delivered by someone who sou nds like a cross between William Burroughs 
and Steven Wright Then we have a song about traveling on the road. Side 
two is one entire piece entitled "Blue Cafe". This has a lot going on in the 
background, sometimes slightly similar in feel to the tavern parts in John 
Zorn's "Spillane". ( T/EH) _ 

RANDOM KILLING, "Kicked in the Nuts - A True Story" (Aardvark 
Records, 60 Castle Knock Road, Toronto. Ontario, MSN 2J7, CANADA): 
This band came into action from a basement in 1984. The music is hardcore 
rock and I could barely keep up with the speed of this stuff. The language 
is pretty crude throughout much of the album. The guys seemed to be quite 
bitter at times, but I think that was the intent that they were trying to make. 

I would imagine that if I were a man, and kicked in the nuts, I would be a 
bit angry myself. If the language were cleaned up a bit, it wouldn't be so 
bad.

RAZOR, "Give Me A Sign" b/w "The Face of Fear" (Kinetic Reocrds, 
via Marz Records, 2602 NW 5th Ave., Miami, FL 33127): In theory, the 
advent of consumer electronics should enable anyone to create new sounds, 
to give voice to unheard ideas. The realty shamefully is not so. Picture, if 
you will, the electro equivalent of an R.E.M. clone band. 'Tis not a pleasant 
thought. (EP/RJL) ___ 

THE RECKONING, "This Side Of Tomorrow" (548 Gardner Rd, 
Horseheads, NY 14845) This three member band bills themselves as a 
"progressive power trio" which is pretty apt although they actually sound 
more like a combination of Jethro Tull and Rush, only all of the band 
members have colds and the drummer has a broken arm. Good ideas, only 
rather sloppily put together - maybe they just had a bad day in the studio. 


THE REFINERY AT ALIEN VILLAGE, self titled (Human Bean Video, 
460 Second Ave., Suite SE, New York, NY 10016): Alien Village is described 
as a small community of alien beings. The Refinery is where they process 
chemicals for their biological intake. Heavily layered keyboards, interesting 
percussion and other worldly sounds take you from the Aliens Arrival to 
the Revival. I always thought concept albums were kind of strange and 
impersonal but the music on this is really quite good not to mention the 
impeccable sound quality for cassette. Oh yes, there is guitar also, for those 
of you who need to know.

RENA AND HER MEN, "Call Me" b/w "Thills Goodbye" (Rena

VESICULAR BASALT, "He Once Was Clay" (Alumetal Recording, 
D-8303, Rottenburg, Niederroning 19, West Germany) Despite the German 
label, this is a Wisconsin punk kind of band with two guitarists, a vocalist, 
drums and bass. The sound is in a Cringer vein, with churning riffs and an 
interactive rhythm section, while the vocalist sing/speaks in a rapid flow. 
The band has it together alright, pulling off a reasonable Zeppelin "Livin' 
Lovin'" cover, but it's nothing to get too excited about; thedistanced fidelity 
doesn't help much, t hough. Probably pretty good live. ( T/PM Z) 

VOICE OF GOD, "Blood and Family" (Church of the Voice) 100 
percent against "the bigotry, oppression, ignorance, intolerance, and sadis¬ 
tic cruelty perpetuated by religion in all it's forms." This message is brought 
to you in a shrieking masculine Voice over metalloid guitars, etc. Anarchy. 


VOLKSWHALE; "Iraq" ($3 from Dave, PO Box 2143, Stow, OH 44224) 
Stow, OH is the land of Sockeye, and this tape relates, including Sockeye's 
"yeah wesuck- you suck worse!!!" comment. This is primarily a synth band 
with guitar on top, singing in Wfeird ways over simple music that ranges 
from the mechanical to the sloppy. Much of this does suck, from an 
inaudibily muffled opener through an overload of songs using news, 
religious, and political overdubs in generally pointless ways. It seems that 
the tape is chronological, and as it progresses the quality of songs and ideas 
improves some, but in its very long length, is too often forced to be really 
enjoyable. (T/PMZ)_ 

VOX (540-C NE Northgate Way, Suite439, Seattle, WA 98125) An audio 
magazine for those interested in the happenings in the Ham Radio commu¬ 
nity. This issue (No. 6 from April) includes features on radio from the Gulf 
War, how to get mail into North Korea, C-Span in relation to Ham on your 
cable TV network, how to get a faxed message into the White House, and 
most importantly, the availability of the new no-code technicians license. 


WALLMEN, "Last Of The Broken Mexicans" (Dead Judy Records, 
Jethro Deluxe, 7711 Lisa Lane, N. Syracuse, NY 13212): This started off as" 
relatively harmless pop rock but it got progressively stranger with wah- 
wah guitar, pitch-shifted sounds and some subtly weird vocals. "Interna- 
tionaj House Of Ju Ju" is one of the better pieces here with its "Secret Agent 
Man" groove. Also great are the backwards sounds in "Deep Yenta" and 
the upbeat "Cowboy Beatles". Surreal and strange but not overboard 
strange. (T/EH) __ 


WARLOCK PINCHERS, "Circusized Peanuts" ($7 from Boner Re¬ 
cords, PO Box 2081, Berkeley, CA 94702-0081): More great distorted white- 
boy rap, filled with moronic beats, samples of old TV shows, and flaming 
guitars. Tongue firmly in cheek they manage to put out everything from 
"Electric Hoedown" to "Jesus on the Urinal Cake" to "Don't Play This Song 
on theRadio" to my personal favorite, "Island of the Misfit Toyboys". Rude, 
crude, and funny. (L P/MG) _ 

W ARRIOR SOUL, "Drugs, God and the New Republic" (David Geffen 
Company, 9130 Sunset Blvd., Los Angeles, CA 90069): These boys have 
pretty much come out of nowhere to be major contenders, and their dark, 
pessimistic, explicitly political sound has certainly helped. They have an 
angry take on the modern world, in which money has taken precedence 
over freedom, and they don't mind blasting away with rock to let other 
people know this. A n emotional release, full of turmoil. (CD/MG) 

WE #14 ($11 from We Press, PO Box 1503, Santa Cruz, CA 95061): A 
truly beautiful audio publication (in packaging and content), this poetry 
magazine comes in the form of a CD with 36 cuts. As with any magazine 
of poetry, some of the work doesn't hold up, but most of it is supreme. Falls 
Church Virginia (where I lived as a boy) by Ed's Redeeming Qualities is a 
wonderful, folksy waltz-like composition. Andy Clausen's "Gokyo Lake 
Breaking up in the Sun", though a little long, is an amazing success, a 
hauntingly beautiful exercise in repetition. And Victoria Stone's and Elisa¬ 
beth Belile's compostions & voices need to be heard to be believed. A 
collection of weird and wonderful poems & chants & rock&jazz, mortared 
together with tiny & quirky audio bits by Eskimo (whatever they are). 


WEIRDOS, "Weird World 1977-1981" (Frontier Records, PO Box 22, 
Sun Valley, CA 91353) In 1977 Weirdos was one of LA's answers to British 
punk. Playing with a skewed nasty joyfulness in a Buzzcocks or Sex Pistols 
vein (sometimes even a punk The Who), this band was about fun, topical 
tunes like "Neutron Bomb" obviously not serious enough to spend time 
pondering the implications. While their earliest songs were fairly simple, 
by '80 they'd progressed in skill to forceful songs like "Message from the 
Underworld," linking well to the songs the re-formed band is now putting 
out. A good look back at a good band, collecting their singles, an ep, and 
plenty of unreleased demo material. (LP/PMZ) _ 

WHEN PEOPLE WERE SHORTER AND LIVED NEAR THE 
WATER, "Porgy" (Shimmy-Disk, JAF Box 1187, New York, NY 10116): A 
total deconstitution and reinterpretation of Gershwin's "Porgy and Bess." 
While some selections are more conventional rock rave up versions, others 
have the depth and feel of a warped verion of an original Broadway cast 
album, in both recording and performance. If they ever treat something as 
mundane as "Tomm y" so lovingly, I'd tip my hat to be sure. (LP/RJL) 

P.D. WILSON, "Lovesongs" ($4.00 from E. Telegrame, 2108 15th Ave., 
Phenix, AL 36867): The first cut on this is almost entirely drenched in hiss 
accompanied by guitar and unintelligible vocals. The second track 
( Cyberpunk") is a better recording, a little on the experimental side with 
sparse keyboards, dark drums and narration consisting mostly of, "I want 
you baby...yeah, yeah, yeah". The second side takes a left turn by adding 
flute which is played nicely. This could have benefited from a decent tape 
deck and /or microp hone. (T/EH) _ 

CHRIS WIND, "Pacer 3" (RR#1 Sundridge, Ontario, POA 120, CAN- 
ADA). Very mellow music that can be enjoyed for running or relaxing. 
There is a variety of instrumental sounds and if you listen carefully, you 
can hear sounds like thunder, wind and even ocean waves in the back¬ 
ground. It gave me the feeling of being near and ocean during a mild storm 
with waves crashing up on the beach and the wind whipping through my 
hair. I love this stuff and could listen to it all day. 07 AM I 

THE WIVES, The Lee Ranaldo Practice Tape,... You're Soaking In It" 
(D.U. Records, PO Box 18677, Denver, CO 80218) A rather somber jam/ex¬ 
perimental tape using two guitars and guitar effects of mostly delays and 
compression (sustain), with small amounts of distortion. The two guitars 
meander and interact, creating moods that work the strings percussively 
and droningly more often than melodically, though some enthusiastic 
excursions do surface. While it has its moments, overall it's pretty loose, 
and hard to motivat e oneself to follow. (T/PMZ) _ 

JOE WOOD, "For What It's Worth" b/w "Red, White And Blue" (Triple 
X Records, PO Box 862529, Los Angeles, CA 90086-2529): Yes, it IS thesame 
"For What It's Worth" thatStephen Stills wrote whileinBuffaloSpringfield. 
With the addition of power drums and power vocals, this version remains 
faithful but not necessary. On "Red, White And Blue" Joe Wood sings about 
the war and its effect on him and his family. This is done only with acoustic 
guitar but this guy's voice is just begging for whammy bars and foe 
machines. Marble gr een vinyl. (7" /EH) _ 
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XENTRIX, "Dilute To Taste" (Roadrunner Records, 225 Lafayette St. 
#407, New York, NY 10012): This Brit speed metal outfit is probably 
doomed to be remembered for their cover of the "Ghostbusters" theme (and 
in fact they do a fine live version on this tape), but they have lots more to 
offer too. This is a mini-LP of a special live show they did, with plenty of 
punch and more tha n a little guitar slaying. (T/MG) 

YO LA TENGO, "Walking Away From You" b/w "Cast a Shadow" 
(Bar None Records, PO Box 1704, Hoboken, NJ 07030) Coming from a very 
hip yet minimal beat, a mellow ambience grows as the moody environment 
is enhanced with a wandering feedback drenched solo; at almost six 
minutes, it's a rich introspective piece of great appeal. The b side's "Cast a 
Shadow" is quite different, a jangly guitar song with lovely harmonized 
female vocals that cr eate an air of gentle prettiness. Very nice. (45/PMZ) 
YOUNG FRESH FELLOWS, "Electric Bird Digest" (Frontier Records, 
PO Box 22y Sun Valley, C A 91353): Not content with their unfailing acumen 
for creating lovely pop songs, the Young Fresh Fellows go for a hard-edged 
guitar sound that slams against your ears like it was hitting a wall. Smart, 
knowing songs like "Telephone Tree," and purely silly songs like Hillbilly 
Drummer Girl" prove that this Seattle band is in its usual great form.

YXIMALLOO, "NEOs = CEI" (Sakura Wrechords, Ishii 305 Minami 
Izu, Kamo, Shizuaoka, 415 03, Japan) Computer/Synthesizer music All 
covers ranging anywhere from Tchaikovsky to prokofiev to Kraftwerk to 
Chuck Berry to Keith Richards and much more. Interesting and strangely 
goofy pulled off bvg reat conglomorative mix. Cover art by Jad Fair. (T/ RS) 
ZAZA, "Party With the Big Boys" (5124Mayfield Rd. #177, Lyndhurst, 
OH 44124): A band whose press release is big on their originality and all 
that, but which in fact sounds like just another bunch of rock arena 
hopefuls.

Z'EV, "1968-1990 One Foot in the Grave" ($50 from Touch, 13 Osward 
Rd, London, SW17 7SS) From the age of 12, Stefan Weisser has performed 
and created music, sound, and poetry. Working under different personas 
(Z'ev most recently), and in collaborations including Rythmn & Noise, uns, 
and Mother Tongue, his work challenges by converting conceptual pro¬ 
cesses into fascinating, mesmerizing, and even frightening sound, often 
realized with junkyard salvaged instruments. This retrospective collection 
combines non-chronologically the works of Weisser in his various roles, 
coupling them with a beautifully published interview and photo booklet 
that explores the evolution of thought and sound that motivated these 
works. A tremendo us package from a superb innovator . (2*CD/PMZ) 
HAROLD "SACK" ZIEGLER, "Sie Horn Nachrichten" (Harold "Sack"

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The Return of the Com King

The Com King is coming. Before him 
stretches a battalion of artichokes, barbed 
with armor, the roots hoary and grum¬ 
bling underground, the high hearts ten¬ 
der.

Can't you feel the minimal eyes of plants 
watching you through the cracks in the 
cement, from pots on the windowsill? Can 
you taste the tiny pulsing cinders of pollen 
settling into the lining of your lungs? 

You are now living and breathing a veg¬ 
etable soup—forced into a ritual posture for the 
hope of the harvest. The weeds are rapacious, 
hungry for clean water, sweet smelling soil and 
clear morning air. These botanical gardens are 
hazxardous—-a jungle myth slamming the door 
behind you. You hear roots moving in black slime, 
the hisses of fasciculate ferns and the sighs of 
towering blossoms. 

In the fields, the Old Woman Who Never Dies 
has planted yellow corn, a milk heavy glow 
spreads out from her scarred brown hands. 
Glossy leaves unfold into verdant spears, and the 
lush kisses of corn tassles stroke you as you drift 
past. 

The Old Woman Who Never Dies gashes her 
palms with sagebrush slivers and the blood runs 
between the crushing green stalks. The Corn King 
is galloping the mare through your crops, bring¬ 
ing black autumn before the new ice clean age. 



Even from here you can catch the rhythm of hoof- 
beats and the swish, swish of his sweeping scythe. 

The Corn King goes riding there, between the 
corn rows and beaded grasses. He is covered with 
eyes the color of eternity. Nothing escapes his 
insatiable gaze and before him all living things 
shrink with joyous agony, dying and reborn as 
winter wheat or as terrible shining creatures with 
flaming wings. 

The green switchblades of lawns slice at your 
running feet, the blue mould on the wet cement 
gropes at your flesh as you crowd into a cool dark 
sleeve away from the bone handled blade. He 
shakes you out again. You can run but never hide. 
The air is flaxen with corn pollen and you are 
anointed for the King. 

He is coming to the place you live. Already you 
can hear the whispering of the husk, the snap of 
stalks, and the ringing embrace of the scythe, like 
a golden bell lamenting for the lost.

Hakim Bey, T.A.Z. ($10 (?) from Autonomedia, PO Box 568, Williams¬ 
burg Sta., Brooklyn, NY 11211-0568): A proper review of this book would 
consist of a lavish dinner party followed by music and hashish until dawn; 
however, the FF format does not quite permit this. T.A.Z. is the so-far 
definitive collection of Bey's attempts to break down the social order in 
favor of an anti-system in which life can actually be enjoyed. It's an 
inspirational work, a vision of utopia rather than a blueprint for one. 

The first part of the book is another reprint of the much-loved and 
-pirated POETIC TERRORISM. Here Bey lays out much of the constellation 
of forbidden pleasures and unusual actions that characterize his thought: 
burning dollar bills, the love ofyoung boys, the wild pleasure of fireworks 
in a world where "Chaos Never Died". Then come the complete broad¬ 
sheets of the Association for Ontological Anarchy—denunciations of te¬ 
dious religion and tediousatheism, dreams of a liberatory present, instruc¬ 
tions for cursing7 the anti-human corporation of your choice. 

Finally comes a new long essay on the Temporary Autonomous Zone. 
Bey is one of the few writers around to appreciate the powerand beauty of 
the uprising (as opposed to the revolution). From pirate bases to the 
madcaps story of indepententFiume, he rescues and promotes the idea that 
living well, eve if not permanently so, in the here and now is a wonderful 
adventure. It's a fitting cap to a collection designed to warn the cockles of 
any non-doctrinaire freedom lover. (141 pp. pb/MG)

James Neal Blake, Ph.D., RUN YOUR CAR ON SUNSHINE ($4.95 
from Marathon International Book Company, PO Box 33008, Louisville, KY 
40232): This is basically a pitch for the government and industry bigwigs 
to get busy and develop a solar-powered car. Although a few possible 
technologies are discussed, this book is over a decade old and really doesn't 

have a whole lot to say. The pipe dream of the last energy crisis remains 
the pipe dream of the current energy crisis. (64 pp. tpb./MG)

CliffBums,SEX AND OTHER ACTS OF THE IMAGINATION ($9.95 
plus postage from #29-2210 15th Avenue, Regina, Saskatchewan, S4P 3P7 
CANADA): Remember the first time you saw Carrie and no one had told 
you that hand was going to come up from the ground and grab her? Well, 
that was just one impression I got from the first reading of this collection 
of short stories. Burns writes like Hitchcock directs, producing gooseflesh 
without monsters. And that is the scariest kind of writing there is. But these 
stories aren't meant to give you nightmares like Stephen King. They are 
more or less those personal demons that come creeping up while you are 
alone with them and trying to get them to leave you alone. In SEX... they 
don't leave you alone. Immediately you identify with many of the charac¬ 
ters—the grossly disfigured and bandaged apocalypse victim trying to 
remember what^ood felt like at the touch of a curious child; the verbal photo 
album presentation describing the rise and fall of a terribly maligned and 
abused young man; the young boy whose mother makes Joan Crawford 
look like June Cleaver—and the unnerving part is that you don't know why 
you identify with them. Perhaps Burns has a clearer grasp of those demons 


than we do. Most touching, however, was the collage account of the murder 
of John Lennon, which captured the pain and love and devotion and tragic 
end to someone who apparently figured into this man's life, else he 
wouldn't have captured it so beautifully. (115 pp. tpb/CGJ)

Joe Carducd, ROCK AND THE POP NARCOTIC ($13.95 from Joe 
Carducci, PO Box 476750, Chicago, IL*6064 7): The death of rock on the 
American airwaves is the impetus behind this book with a bad attitude. 
Carducci rants on and on about what happened to radio, how the rock 
stations are now consigned to playing the 'classics' or some bastardized 
pop, and tries to answer why all the true rock torchbearers are resigned to 
the rock gutters. The author decided to use a pseudonym for this elaborate 
treatise, either to hide from the guilty parties (of which there are many) or 
to preserve his job in the industry. Prior to writing the book Joe spent nine 
years in the independent record business, primarily with SST. Methinks 
that Joe is a tad pissed with the bullshit he encountered, and goes to great 
lengths to get it off his chest. It took a while for me to get used to his attitude, 
a bit too righteous at first, but accomplishing that allowed me to relax and 
enjoy the ride. 

This is an extremely well researched book, with a ton of bands men¬ 
tioned that might be new to the reader. While Carducci may be a little too 
enamored of his colleagues at SST, he portrays a solid picture of rock in 
America. We're talking balls to the walls here. He has a very pure concept 
of what rock is, and doesn't appreciate some poseurs using rock as a vehicle 
to promote some damn ideology, even (especially?) the politically correct 
ones. All in all, this is an excellent guide to rock, from a guy who knows his 
stuff; I just wish there was an index. The second half of the book is his 
Psychozoic Hymnal, in which the history of rock is traced in depth by 
decade, with brutally honest candor. Now if I can just find me a Flipper 


album. (292 pp. tpb/KL) 


Geoff Crowther and Hugh Finlay, KENYA ($13.95 from Lonely Planet 
Publications, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden Street, Oakland CA 94607): 
This recent addition to the popular Lonely Planet series of thrifty-travel 
books includes a detailed 32 page safari guide with full-color illustrations 
of almost 50 animals and birds found in East Africa. Additional pages in 
the 'Getting Around' section explain both common and exotic safari op¬ 
tions—my choice, given enough money, would be the balloon safari with 
champagne breakfast, though the camel back safari would be just right for 
the neighborhood, if you could just get over the hump. The authors explain 
the ins and outs of selecting a safari, or putting your own together, along 
with the usual cultural, historical, and practical details that we expect from 
a Lonely Planet guidebook. 

Crowther and Finlay say clearly that a visit to Kenya need not be 
detrimental to your health, but just in case, they include almost a dozen 
pages of basic information on the prevention and care of such maladies as 
diarrhea, giardia, malaria, and sleeping sickness. The key is to follow the 
guidelines for prevention and expect to stay healthy, with the confidence 
that you'll know what to do if something goes wrong. It's a relief, for 
instance, to know that tsetse flies are big enough to swat, and that their bite 
is not the kiss of death. The scariest disease mentioned is AIDS, said to be 
common in Africa, but we all know how to prevent this one. 

The book is generally divided into sections on Nairobi (Kenya's version 
of urban sprawl), the Coast, the Rift Valley, the Central Highlands, Western 
Kenya, and Northern Kenya. There is also a chapter on three must-see 
natural areas, Amboseli and Tsavo National Parks and Masai Mara Game 
Reserve. Amboseli is a great place to see a black rhino against thebackdrop 
of Mt. Kilimanjaro, Africa's highest peak, thesnows of which you'll remem¬ 
ber from Hemingway's novel. Masai Mara, often just called Mara, is the 
best place to see wildlife. It includes Kenya's piece of the Serengeti Plains, 
and site of an annual wildebeest migration in July or August through 
October. 

In addition to the safari guide, there are color photos throughout the 
book (including three photos of 'creative car parking' in Nairobi, definitely 
a Lonely Planet touch), illustrations and clearly-drawn maps, and enough 
information to make even a klutz feel somewhat oriented. (326 pp. 
tpb/Guest review by Jon Lebkowsky)

Donald R. Gordon, THE CHOICE (Lugus Publications, 48 Falcon St., 
Toronto, ONT, M4S 2P5, CANADA): Gordon, author of THE SEX SHOPPE

Harold Hough, FREEDOM ROAD ($16.95 St $3 s&h from Loompanics 
Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA 98368): Yes, it's another ook 
on how to drop out of the rat race and enjoy life. This one recommends 
full-time Recreational Vehicle travel as the way to do it Hough doesn't 
concentrate so much on the mechanics of owning an RV (though he does 
provide a basic introduction to that subject) as on covering the mental and 
financial preparation necessary to live successfuly in a limited space, 
perhaps with a partner. As such, much of the book comes across as a 
pep-talk, which may be just what many readers need. Hough has achieved 
his dream, and tells us many of the details, from novel ideas on free 
overnight parking to notes on cheap meals that help stretch a limited 
budget further. Down-to-earth available ideas. (174 pp. tpb/MG)

Joy Oestreicher (ed.), ALPHA GALLERY ($8.95 from Mike Amzen, 
SPWAO Publication Dispersal, 1700 Constitution tO-24, Pueblo, CO 
81001): A collection of art, fiction and poetry from the speculative fringes, 
as chosen by the Small Press Writers and Artists Organization. There is a 
great deal of talent within these covers—people poised to make it big, and 
enjoyable whether they do so or not. John Moore's 'If Jesus Loves You' is 
a harrowing Vietnam tale with a surprising ending. Lois Tilton delves into 
alien ecology and human passion with 'The Crystal Battlements'. 
"@nimas", by Robert Frazier, indulges in a light cyberpunk edge, going 
beyond technology into emotions, while Elizabeth Massie produces a tale 
of mad ness and strength in "Smoothpicks'. There are dozens more here as 
well, and this is definitely an anthology to be treasured. (213 pp. tpb/MG) 


Chris Pfouts, LEAD POISONING: 25 TRUE STORIES FROM THE 
WRONG END OF A GUN ($21.95 from Paladin Press, PO Box 1307, 
Boulder, CO 80306): This one is just what the title says: the autobiographical 
stories of 25 people (including Pfouts) who had the misfortune to stop a 
bullet and the fortune to live to tell about it. 

Pfouts has managed to cover a wide variety of people: bikers, a small- 
time hood, innocent bystands. Marines shot in Viet Nam and vets shot at 
home, victims of accidental shootings and even one of the wounded from 
Kent Stae. This is largely a book about personal courage and surviving the 
sort of pain that most of us (fortunately) never run into. Though I doubt 
any words could ever convey the actual experience of getting shot, the 
interviews and tales here do a lot to drive home its reality. Riveting reading. 
(184 pp. hc/MG) 6

Edward Preston, HOW TO BUY LAND CHEAP ($14.95 & $3 s&h from 
Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA 98368): This is 
the fourth edition of this book, something of an underground classic. 
Though Preston's core advice is pretty simple (go after tax-foreclosed 
properties in rural areas) he offers a wealth of knowledge and alternate 
ideas as well. This book covers homesteading in Alaska, the RTC sell-offs 
(from the savings & loan mess), surplus highway property, guidelines for 
snooping for ownership, and plenty more. For the serious landhunter this 
one should pay off well. (141 pp tpb/MG)

McAllister Ransom, FUZZY MULES, PINK SLIPPERS, VOLUME 
ONE: CAME A CLOWN ($6.95 from Kohinoor Books, Dept. A, PO Box 
4057, Baltimore, MD 21222): This is the first volume of a projected mam¬ 
moth trilogy covering the adventures of April (whose last name seems to 
vary from Love to Luv to Armstrong depending on the circumstance. In 
any case, she is a confused young lady trapped in a bad marriage and a 
world beyond her comprehension, which she can only escape in the guise 
of Faffo the Clown. Life deals her solid lemons, from the death of her 
parents to a husband who finds her useful mainly as a source of regular 
meals. And then—4t gets worse, with the disappearance of her baby. The 
culmination of this volume comes as April sets out, Don Quixote-like, to 
find her baby, shielded only by her clown suit. 

There are some interesting bits here, but unfortunately they tend to 
drown in a sea of discursive digressions. Ransom's style is to pile sentence 
fragments in tottering structures, with asides on everything from the type 
of homosexuality to the sociology of gas stations. His style is vaguely 
reminiscent of that of Tom Robbins, but missing some vital panache. The 
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result is a bloated book, one that contains the spark of a story but is really 
too roughly hewn to recommend in its current incarnation. (873 pp. 
pb/MG) 

Burt Rapp, CHECKFRAUD INVESTIGATION ($16.95 & $3 s&h from 
Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA 98368): Another 
book about a particular fraud from the man who seems to be Loompanics' 
in-house police writer. As usual, though the announced audience is the 
police or security officer, Rapp leads off with a thorough discussion of ways 
to commit check fraud before talking about preventing it. And although he 
stresses the need for vigorous prosecution, he also admits that this is an 
easy crime to get away with. There are some tricks in here that had not 
occurred to me before, along with info on what tactics banks and merchants 
can use to prevent them (and by extension, of course, this tells the clever 
swindler how to minimize his chances of getting caught. The book is a bit 
thin in some areas—Rapp's coverage of computing technology, for exam¬ 
ple, remains laughably inadequate - but overall it serves as a good intro¬ 
duction to the field. (167 pp. tpb/MG)

Rollins, HIGH ADVENTURE IN THE GREAT OUTDOORS ($10 
from 2.13.61, PO Box 1910, Los Angeles, CA 90078): A reissue in one pair 
of covers of a trio of early Rollins works. They're full of nasty thoughts 
about the human race and the futility of everything, loaded with hip angst 
and despair. Random acts of violence, real and imagined, pervade this 
world as well. The book's harsh, shouting all-caps design contributes to a 
feeling of being yelled at by a random psycho on the street. If you like 
brushing your teeth with barbed wire, this book is for you. (197 pp tpb/MG) 

Jim Scott, HOW TO MAKE MONEY IN PENNY STOCKS ($6.95 from 
Marathon International Book Company, PO Box 33008, Louisville, KY 
40232-3008): After trying mutual funds and mainstream stock market 
investing, Scott turned to the wide-open market of penny stocks, specific¬ 
ally those of companies involved in oil and gas exploration. This book 
tracks his own performance ($200,000 in a decade) and explains the heuris¬ 
tics he developed for proitable investing. The idea, of course, is that you 
can do the same. It would be interesting to see an update for the current 
state of the market, since this book is now a decade old; meanwhile, it at 
least suggests an area to explore if you'relooking for risky but perhaps 
profitable investments. (85 pp tpb/MG)

Ellis Sharp, THE ALEPPO BUTTON (L4.99 from Malice Aforethought 
Press, 328 Brettenham Road, London E17 5AU, UK): Sharp, author of 
GIACINTA'S CLAMS and GENERAL JARUZELSKI'S SUNGLASSES 
(both of which received rave reviews here) is an inspired madman. Starting 
with the modern world he steps sideways through time, space, and fantasy 
to arrive at realms stubbornly _other_, places where anything can happen 
to the advantage of our confusion. For example, "Dobson's Zone" reveals 
the ineluctable connections between Che Guevara, the Loch Ness Monster, 
and the current wave of "crop circles" in England, while "Hitler and the 
Aerostat" imagines a tour of pre-WWII Germany by a somewhat anachro¬ 
nistic Princess Diana. Here at the FF offices a great favorite was "The 
Mould", which successfully combines an attack on the British class sytem 
with a deliciously deserved Twilight Zone fateand a frothing revolutionary 



stereotype. It's difficult to capture the flavor of Sharp's writing, but two 
brief quotes may help indicate his madcap flavor: 

"I let loose a loud whoop—then, out of respect for Dobson, I chased the 
whoop around the room, silenced it and put it back in its cage." 

"I hope no-one will be distracted by those shelves of large, reeking glass 
jars containing the pickled remains of small skinned animals or that 
embalmed human foetus displayed at the back." 

You may not find those images distracting, but the overall book cer¬ 
tainly is—a delicious collection to spend some time with. (110 pp. tpb/MG) 

David Shevin, GROWL AND OTHER POEMS ($6.95 from Carpenter 
Press, PO Box 14387, Columbus, OH 43214): Subtitled "An Anthology by 
the Pets of the Great Poets", this is a collection of verse in which each poem 
apes (sorry!) the style of some famous poet. For example, "Kubla Khat", by 
Porlock (Samuel Taylor Coleridge's cat) begins "In Kokomo did Kubla 
Khat/Run chasing insects merrily" and goes on from there to describe a 
lurxuriant fantasy of available food and pretty Siamese. One's appreciation 
of the material is probably directly related to how many of the originals are 
familiar. Through d int of much research, Shevin has uncovered words from 
the pets of poets as diverse as Shakespeare, Emily Dickinson, ee cummings, 
Walt Whitman, Robert Burns, and a few dozen more. A vastly amusing 
collection. (69 pp. tpb/MG) 

Jerme Spew, BOXED CREATIONS ($2 (?) from Synthetic Productions, 
PO Box 3506, Oakland, CA 94609): I read this little book sitting in a friend's 
kitchen in San Francisco at 6AM one cool spring morning. Bad mistake. 
Spew is not all that interested in entertaining his readers. Rather, this book 
takes an apartment building full of people and carefully slices their lives 
apart. There's a part-time hooker who is into murder and unrequited love, 
a recently-released ex-Marine ex-mental patient who does not deal with 
people, an aging child molester and a wifebeater, along with sundry minor 
characters. As they stumble their way through life in crescendoes of vio¬ 
lence, it becomes quite clear that the author does not find humanity very 
likeable. Except for stilted dialogue, this is a tight, nasty little work that 
strongly indicts people as slime. It will stay with the reader for a long time. 
(80 pp tpb/MG)

Irving Stettner, BEGGARS IN PARADISE ($7.85 from Writers Unlim¬ 
ited Inc., RR2 Box 280, Harveys Lake, PA 18618): This is the first volume of 
Irving's memoirs, a series I look forward to with great anticipation. 
Whether writing about his life as a budding artist in postwar Paris or as a 
door-to-door brush salesman in the sprawling Los Angeles metropolis, 
Irving is a true raconteur. He hops lightly from the people he met to amusing 
ways to stave off the traditional artist's starvation to the jumbled architec¬ 
ture of the LA area. Throughout the writing is witty and delightful, and the 
reader can easily savor second-hand the flavor of a highly-spiced life. A 
definite find. (72 pp. tpb/MG)

Deanna Swaney, ICELAND, GREENLAND AND THE FAROE IS¬ 
LANDS: A TRAVEL SURVIVAL GUIDE ($14.95 from Lonely Planet 
Publications, P O Box 2001A, Berkeley, CA 94702): Perhaps not the most 
talked-about travel destinations, these are still beautiful places and from 
this book, can be well worth the effort. There is a fair amount of effort 
required, not to mention some cash. The author reports that they can be 
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done on a shoestring, in the best Lonely Planet style, but it will take some 
research and a bit of roughing it. 

The actual travel sections are split between the three destinations, with 
about half going to Iceland, which gives author Swaney quite a bit of room 
to detail the relative merits and pitfalls of each. There is an introductory 
section discussing the region, including the differences and similarities 
between the three places, and the history and ethnic background of the 
inhabitants, as well as the political/governmental structure. The relations 
of all three with the US is detailed, so the traveler will know what to expect 
and how to act. 

Iceland gets high marks for a relatively high level of civilization, but the 
price of everything—gas, rental cars, food and drink—is a large negative. 
Greenland rates much better, though there isn't as much man-made stuff 
there; likewise the Faroes. Prices on these two are similar to those in 
Denmark, which is much easier to take than those in Iceland. As one would 
expect, none of them grow much food locally, so most of it must be 
imported. 

It's extremely difficult to do justice to the depth and breadth of infor¬ 
mation in this book. The different places are divided up into regions, 
arbitrary in the case of Iceland and Greenland, and by island for the Faroes; 
each region is further divided into places—villages, towns, monuments, 
museums, natural wonders—and Swaney gives an explanation of the 
place, its name, and its history. Since most of all three places is pretty wild, 
legends and myths are thick on the ground. 

Swaney has included hiking maps and lots of advice. For example, 
back-country hikers in Greenland are required to file a plan and post a 
several thousand dollar deposit to cover any rescue attempts (helicopters 
are $6,000/hour and rescuees will be charged). 

The book also details accommodations in all ranges everywhere, so both 
the shoestring explorer and the sky's- the-limit adventurer can make their 
way to all that each country has to offer. 

Alcohol is rigidly controlled in all three places, though they have some 
of the high rate of alcoholism in Europe. A permit is required to drink 
anything stronger than lager in Greenland, and ration coupons are distrib¬ 
uted quarterly. 

Icelandic delicacies include hak'arl, a shark steak which has been buried 
in sand and gravel until decomposed. Carrion birds will not touch this stuff, 
which "reeks like a cross between road kill and ammonia cleaner. " 

The US-run Narsarsuaq airfield was the base from which Nazi German 
meteorological stations were destroyed during WWII, but the base also was 
the last duty station for the hopelessly wounded casualties of WWII and 
Korea. Wounded men sent to Narsarsuaq were shipped home as killed in 
action; none left alive. (505 pp. tpb)(reviewed by Paul,Beard)

Howard Waldrop, NIGHT OF THE COOTERS ($25.00 from Mark V. 
Ziesing, PO Box 76, Shingletown, CA 96088): Science fiction fans will no 
doubt know Waldrops's contribution to the genre (he's won Nebula and 
World Fantasy Awards), but I was a greenhorn when I opened up this 
hardcover collection of short stories. Not since T. Coraghessan Boyle has 
there been a writer with so vast an array of eclectic and thorough knowl¬ 
edge of seemingly everything. The boundless store of information this man 
pulls out of his literary hat is astounding. You are made aware of his 
passions from thegetgo (he introduces each story with a behind-the-scenes 
anecdote of the story's inception and personal meaning to him)—besides 
the obvious connections with sf—old movies, actors, French New Wave, 
westerns, an adulatory devotion to Slim Pickens and A.C. Doyle. Waldrop, 
whose physical per¬ 
sona resembles a Ray¬ 
mond Carver charac¬ 
ter, is anything like 
those bullish and taci¬ 
turn people in 
Carver's world. He's 
passionate, warm, re¬ 
spectful, playful, 
knowledgeable and 
still, after all these 
years of writing, awe- 
inspired by predeces¬ 
sors and colleagues 
alike.

Tony Wheeler, WEST ASIA ON A SHOESTRING, 6TH EDITION 
($14.95 from Lonely Planet Publications, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden 
St., Oakland, CA 94607): If you're ready to tour Iraq, this is the guide for 
you! In fact. West Asia contains many of today's most volatile countries— 
Iran, India, Afghanistan, Sri Lanka, and Israel, for instance—and for that 
reason the services and even the terrain described in this book have 
probably changed significantly since this edition was published in January 
1990. But this would be true of any guide to the area. This is still the best, 
most comprehensive book of its kind, and probably as current as you could 
get with this level of detail. 

This was Lonely Planet's first book, originally called ACROSS ASIA ON 
THE CHEAP (1973), and this sixth edition considers feedback from a large 
and diverse set of travelers who have used and commented on earlier 
versions. The author's notes acknowledge something like 200 "users" 
whose input has been incorporated, including contributors who have 
written new chapters on Bahrain, Kuwait, and Saudi Arabia, and updates 
on India, Turkey, Pakistan, Bangladesh, Iran, and Iraq. The result is a 
relatively thick book packed with historical, cultural, and practical descrip¬ 
tions of the dozen and a half countries located between the Mediterranean 
Sea and China, written from the perspective of experienced travelers who 
describe in plain language the information any traveler needs, from notes 
on the transportation infrastructure to etiquette for handling local bureau¬ 
crats. The only thing missing is the set of vivid color photographs seen in 
other Lonely Planet books. 

For each West Asian country, you get info on how to get there, how to 
get around once there, and how to handle daily needs. This includes a few 
select phrases essential for finding such necessities as food and bathroom 
facilities. Detailed overland and urban maps are also included. 

Even if you're not a traveler but you've been reading about this part of 
the world and you want a better sense what it's like, I'd recommend this 
book. The prose is kind of dry, as you would expect from a guidebook, but 
the level of detail makes for fascinating reading. (616 pp. tpb) (Reviewed

He'd sit down and tell some kiddies a 
supposed fairy tale that would undoubtedly end in gore, tragedy and limbs 
wrenched from the body. These fables reminded me of that character 
insofar as I was the kiddie expecting an Aesop-like tale of morals and 
integrity that would teach me a lesson. Zable expertly turns the table on us, 
giving us tales of female genitalia growing in the garden and wreaking 
havoc on one man's psyche, a woman giving birth to a pineapple, fish and 
birds trying to have sex with disastrous results, a man-turned-bar-of-soap 
who realizes ecstasy only to be used up...scary, scary stuff that at once is 
agonizing and painfully comical. A book that should land on your shelves 
next to COSMIC TRIGGER, and filled with fables that Mr. Mike would be 
proud to tell. (tpb. 64 pp/CGJ)
